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No  Rota  Extension 

A  LOCAL  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  DECISION 

A  PROPOSAL  for  a  local  extension  of  the  National  Health  Service 
dispensing  rota  period,  at  present  6-7  p.m.,  until  8  p.m.  has  been  re- 
jected by  Wolverhampton  Executive  Council.  The  Council  has  also 
ruled  that  doctors  shall  be  responsible  for  finding  a  chemist  to  dispense 
"  urgent "  prescriptions. 


The  Council  decided  not  to  accept  a 
recommendation  by  the  pharmaceutical 
hours-of-service  committee  that  chem- 
ists' shops  in  the  area  should  extend 
their  week-day  closing  hours  by  rota 
until  8  p.m.  It  had  been  suggested  that 
six  of  the  forty-eight  pharmacies  in  the 
area  should  be  open  after  normal 
closing  hours,  three  between  6  and  7 
p.m.  and  three  between  7  and  8  p.m. 
The  Council  decided  against  the  recom- 
mendation, first  because  the  Ministry 
of  Health  would  pay  only  for  a  one- 
hour  rota  per  night  and  the  suggested 
scheme  would  have  meant  the  chemists 
being  open  for  two  hours;  and 
secondly  because  splitting  the  rota  into 
two  periods  would  not  meet  the  needs 
of  everyone  in  the  borough  because  not 
all  areas  could  be  covered.  The 
Council  also  decided  that  doctors 
should  be  asked  to  endorse  prescrip- 
tions as  "  urgent "  only  when  they 
themselves  could  not  provide  the 
immediate  dose  of  drugs  (see  C.  &  D., 
July  24,  p.  86).  The  present  lists  dis- 
played in  chemists  shops  stating  which 
of  them  were  prepared  to  dispense 
"  urgent "  prescriptions  after  hours 
would  be  abolished.  Instead,  it  would 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  doctor 
either  to  supply  the  immediate  dose  or 
find  a  chemist  who  would  supply  it. 
The  pharmaceutical  hours-of-service 
committee  recommended  seeking  Mini- 
sterial approval  to  permit  the  continu- 
ance of  a  fourteen-year-old  custom  of 
pharmacies  closing  at  1  p.m.  on  the 
day  following  a  normal  bank  holiday 
(see  C.  &  D.,  June  19,  p.  627). 

FOOT  AND  MOUTH 
Committee's  report  on  policy 

THE  recently  published  report  of  the 
committee  on  foot  and  mouth  disease 
states  that  slaughter  is  the  only  sure 
way  of  stopping  the  rapid  multiplica- 
tion and  propagation  of  the  virus 
which  is  the  chief  menace  of  the 
disease.  The  shortcomings  of  existing 
vaccines  are  that  the  immunity  they 
give  cannot  be  relied  on  to  last  more 
than  about  four  months,  that  there  are 
many  varieties  of  the  virus  and  a  vac- 
cine specific  to  one  gives  little  protec- 
tion against  the  others,  that  it  is 
doubtful   whether   they   can  produce 


immunity  in  calves  or  in  sheep  and 
pigs,  and  that  they  are  very  expensive 
to  make.  Countries  that  practise  vac- 
cination alone  do  not  do  so  because 
they  think  it  a  better  way  of  dealing 
with  the  disease  than  slaughter,  but  in 
the  hope  of  reducing  its  incidence  to  a 
point  where  slaughter  would  be  prac- 
ticable. The  committee  considers  that 
in  combating  a  severe  epidemic  vac- 
cination "  might  be  a  most  valuable 
weapon — indispensable  indeed  in  cer- 
tain circumstances."  They  recommend 
that  preparations  should  be  made  for 
such  a  contingency. 

BELGIAN  HEALTH  SCHEME 
Rejected  by  doctors 

THE  Belgian  Medical  Federation  has 
unanimously  rejected  proposals  by  the 
Social  Security  Minister  to  change  the 
country's  health  insurance  scheme,  on 
the  ground  that  it  would  quickly  lead 
to  State  medicine.  The  proposals, 
which  have  been  suggested  to  recoup 
the  financial  losses  which  the  existing 
scheme  is  incurring,  would  oblige  doc- 
tors to  care  for  not  more  than  2,000 
patients  for  a  capitation  fee  of  91 
francs  (13s.  sterling)  a  year.  Every  per- 
son subscribing  to  the  scheme  would 
have  to  register  with  one  doctor  at  the 
beginning  of  each  year,  contrary  to  the 
present  practice  which  allows  a  patient 
to  visit  any  doctor.  Another  proposal 
would  allow  patients  to  go  to  any  doc- 
tor, but  the  doctor  would  receive  no 
payment  unless  he  agreed  to  treat  all 
insured  patients  at  controlled  rates  laid 
down  by  the  Minister.  Under  the  pre- 
sent scheme  the  patient  pays  his  fee, 
which  is  not  controlled,  directly  to  the 
doctor  and  later  receives  a  certain  per- 
centage back  from  health  insurance. 
The  Medical  Federation,  which  has 
agreed  that  the  existing  health  insur- 
ance scheme  should  be  revised,  con- 
siders that  the  Minister's  proposals 
would  make  doctors  State  functionaries. 

DUTY-FREE  MACHINERY 
Recommendations  accepted 

IN  a  written  answer  to  a  Parliamentary 
question  on  July  29,  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  announced  that, 
in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 


tions of  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  duty-free  entry  of  machinery  (see 
C.  &  D.,  July  31,  p.  105),  the  Govern- 
ment had  decided  to  resume  as  from 
August  4  the  duty-free  licensing  of 
machinery  under  Section  10  of  the 
Finance  Act,  1932.  The  decision  will 
apply  to  all  machinery  that  has  not 
been  delivered  from  Customs  charge 
before  August  4  provided  that  the  ap- 
plicant must,  before  delivery  of  the 
machinery  from  Customs  charge,  (a) 
ensure  that  an  application  for  a  duty- 
free licence  is  received  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  (b)  inform  Customs  about 
the  application. 

PHARMACY  CONFERENCE 
First  in  Pakistan 

PAKISTAN'S  first  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  and  exhibition  is  being 
held  in  Karachi,  November  5-7,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Pakistan.  The  programme 
includes  the  presentation  of  scientific 
papers,  symposia  on  pharmaceutical 
education  and  legislation,  popular  lec- 
tures and  films  on  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  and  industry.  There  will  be 
an  exhibition  of  drugs,  medicines, 
cosmetics,  surgical  instruments  and 
appliances  and  machinery  and  equip- 
ment of  local  and  foreign  manufacture. 
The  conference  will  last  for  three  days, 
and  the  exhibition  for  six.  Delegates 
from  all  countries  are  invited  to  par- 
ticipate by  attending  and  contributing 
scientific  papers.  Foreign  exhibitors 
and  manufacturers  are  requested  to 
send  in  their  requirements  for  the  dis- 
play of  their  products  at  an  early  date.

RELATIONS  IN  INDUSTRY 

A  LEAFLET  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  entided  "  Human  Re- 
lations in  Industry,"  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  H.  A.  Watkinson  (Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Labour)  at  a 
Press  conference  on  July  22.  Mr.  Wat- 
kinson emphasised  the  supreme  import- 
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ance  of  developing  human  relations  in 
industry,  and  of  communal  effort  to 
uphold  standards  of  living  and  the 
competitive  power  of  the  country.  The 
right  way  to  retain  prosperity  was  not 
by  a  workers'  code  or  charter  backed 
by  Parliament,  but  by  agreement  and 
partnership  in  industry.  The  leaflet  is 
being  widely  distributed  through  em- 
ployers' organisations,  trade  unions, 
nationalised  industries  and  industrial 
and  professional  organisations.  Copies 
may  be  obtained  from  local  offices  of 
the  Ministry  of  Labour,  or  from  the 
Director  of  Public  Relations,  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service,  8  St.

ROYAL  SOCIETY  AWARDS

work  at  the  physical  chemistry  labo- 
ratory, Oxford  University,  on  the 
kinetics  of  bromination  of  selected 
aromatic  compounds,  and  to  Mr.  A. 
Korner  to  work  at  the  department  of 
biochemistry,  Cambridge  University, 
on  the  influence  of  hormones  on  meta- 
bolism. An  award  under  the  Royal 
Society  and  Nuffield  Foundation  Com- 
monwealth bursaries  scheme  has  been 
made  to  Dr.  S.  Y.  Thompson  (National 
Institute  for  Research  in  Dairying, 
Reading)  to  enable  him  to  visit  the 
Dairy  Research  Institute,  Palmerston 
North,  New  Zealand,  to  study  factors 
controlling  the  vitamin  A  potency  of 
New  Zealand  butter. 

TRAVELLERS'  SCHOOLS 

ADDRESSING  pupils  and  guests  at 
the  Royal  Commercial  Travellers' 
Schools'  speech  day  at  Hatch  End, 
Middlesex,  on  July  24,  Viscount  Lever- 
hulme  said  that  he  was  the  third  gen- 
eration of  his  family  to  present  the 
prizes  at  one  of  the  schools'  speech 
days.  The  trustees  of  the  Leverhulme 
Charities  Trust  were  pleased  to  con- 
tinue his  grandfather's  interest  by  grant- 
ing scholarships  and  by  contributing 
to  the  maintenance  appeal  funds.  The 
headmaster  and  headmistress  in  their 
reports  gave  an  account  of  the  progress 
made  by  the  schools  during  1953-54, 
mentioning  that  in  the  1953  General 
Certificate  of  Education  examinations 
a  record  number  of  128  boys  had 
passed.

MEMORANDUM  ON  POLIO 

THE  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  De- 
partment of  Health  for  Scotland  have 
issued  a  memorandum  on  poliomye- 
litis to  all  medical  officers  of  health. 
The  memorandum  summarises  the  main 
facts  about  the   disease,  emphasising 


that  only  a  small  proportion  of  recog- 
nised cases  become  severely  paralysed. 
It  describes  likely  methods  of  spread 
and  gives  suggestions  for  control  mea- 
sures. Those  include  advice  about  con- 
tacts, assemblies  of  children  and  adults, 
school  closure  and  the  avoidance  of 
violent  exercise,  operations  on  the  ton- 
sils, and  inoculations  in  the  area  of 
a  serious  local  outbreak. 

ELECTRON  MICROSCOPY 

AN  exhibition  of  commercial  appara- 
tus for  electron  microscopy  which  was 
opened  at  the  London  School  of 
Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine  on 
July  15  was  set  up  as  part  of  a  seven- 
day  international  conference  on  elec- 
tron microscopy,  sponsored  by  the  In- 
ternational Council  of  Scientific  Union 
and  arranged  by  the  Institute  of 
Physics.  The  exhibition  included  in- 
struments submitted  from  firms  in 
Britain,  Holland,  and  Germany. 
Japanese  manufacturers  had  sent  de- 
tails of  an  electron  microscope  model 
they  make,  and  a  collection  of  photo- 
micrographs, but  not  the  apparatus 
itself. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSES 

TWO  post-graduate  courses  of  six  lec- 
tures each  are  being  held  at  Dartford 
Technical  College,  Kent,  during  1954- 
55  session.  Course  A,  on  the  economics 
and  management  of  a  modern  retail 
pharmacy,  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Tomski, 
B.Com.,  M.P.S.,  D.B.A.,  commences  on 
November  8,  and  Course  B,  on  radio- 
activity and  its  applications  to  modern 
medical  technique,  in  January  1955. 
Lectures  are  on  Monday  evenings  at 
7.30  p.m.  and  the  fee  for  each  course 
is  f  1. 

WRONG  TABLETS  GIVEN 

SURREY  Executive  Council  is  asking 
the  Ministry  of  Health  to  deduct 
£52  10s.  from  the  remuneration  of 
a  chemist  who  dispensed  calcium  lac- 
tate tablets  instead  of  the  ascorbic 
acid  tablets  prescribed.  The  tablets 
were  dispensed  in  a  jar  which  had 
originally  contained  other  tablets  and 
which  had  the  chemist's  label  stuck 
over  the  original. 

CALL  FOR  A  CHEMIST 

INCONVENIENCE  caused  to  resi- 
dents at  Garndiffaith  and  Varteg  in  the 
urban  area  of  Pontypool,  Monmouths, 


because  there  is  no  chemist  in  the  dis- 
trict, was  discussed  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Pontypool  urban  council.  It 
was  stated  that  the  problem  had 
already  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  local  hospital  management  commit- 
tee, but  that  the  committee  had  no 
direct  jurisdiction. 

IRISH  NEWS 

CHEMISTS'  ORGANISATION 

A  REPORT  on  the  activities  of  the 
Irish  Chemists'  Representative  Organi- 
sation issued  in  Dublin  recently  by 
Messrs.  J.  J.  Flynn,  M.P.S.I.  (chairman) 
and  R.  J.  Semple,  M.P.S.I.  (acting  sec- 
retary) states  that  pre-general  election 
representation  was  made  by  the  organi- 
sation to  all  political  parties  pointing 
out  the  failure  to  recognise  the  rights 
of  pharmacists  in  the  National  Health 
Bill.  All  parties,  with  one  exception, 
showed  a  keen  interest.  As  a  result  of 
a  questionnaire  sent  to  all  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  in  Ireland,  letters  as  well 
as  subscriptions  received  showed  a  re- 
vival of  interest  in  pharmaceutical 
affairs.  The  members  of  the  new  Dail 
had  been  circularised.  The  Minister  for 
Health  had  said  in  the  Dail  that  every 
deputy  would  have  received  a  commu- 
nication from  the  chemists'  organisa- 
tion, which  complained  that  the  regu- 
lations made  under  the  Health  Bill 
were  a  directive  to  abolish  their  pro- 
fession and  retail  business.  The  circu- 
lar had  said  that  the  I.C.R.O.  was  re- 
presentative of  Irish  chemists  and  re- 
garded with  dismay  the  proposed  regu- 
lations which  had  been  issued.  The 
ultimate  aim  of  the  regulations  was  the 
establishment  of  dispensaries,  clinics 
and  various  hospital  centres  throughout 
the  country,  through  which  the  com- 
munity could  be  supplied  with  all 
surgical  and  medical  requirements. 
Chemists  recognised  the  necessity  for 
a  health  service,  and  were  prepared  to 
implement  it,  provided  that  the  com- 
pounding, dispensing  and  distribution 
of  medicines  and  the  supply  of  medi- 
cal and  surgical  requirements  was  con- 
fined to  members  of  their  profession. 
The  saving  effected  by  utilising  the  pre- 
sent medical  halls  which  would  dispense 
with  the  necessity  of  erecting  clinics 
and  dispensaries,  together  with  the  pay- 
ment of  staff,  would  provide  a  more 
comprehensive,  effective  and  efficient 
service.

NX  HEALTH  BOARD 

IT  was  reported  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  General  Health  Ser- 
vice Board  in  Belfast  on  July  28  that 
the  legal  adviser  thought  that  the  first 
schedule  of  the  General  Medical  and 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Regulations 
should  not  be  interpreted  to  include 
premises  adjacent  to  a  chemist's  shop 
and  which  are  not  "  occupied  '"  by  the 
chemist  and  over  which  the  chemist 
may  have  no  control  (see  C.  &  D., 
June  5,  p.  568).  The  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  directed 
that  that  opinion  should  be  conveyed 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  It 
was  directed  that  £24  should  be  re- 
covered from  a  doctor  who  wrote  pre- 
scriptions for  patients  on  his  own  dis- 
pensing list. 

NEWS  IN  BRIEF

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Trade  in  the  Pharmacy 

In  your  Parliamentary  report  (p.  109)  I  find  a  statement  that  many 
chemists'  shops,  because  they  supply  infants'  foods  and  domestic  requi- 
sites, will  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment 
Bill.  As  the  speaker  was  Sir  Hugh  Linstead,  my  mind  cast  back  to  your 
editorial  note  of  July  24,  p.  85,  where  you  suggested  that  pharmaceutical 
education  today  tends  to  overlook  the  fact  that  the  qualifying  examina- 
tion is  primarily  designed  to  fit  the  examinees  to  keep  open  shop.  In  its 
endeavour  to  raise  professional  standards  to  the  academic  plane  the 
Society,  I  suggest,  has  rather  neglected  some  of  the  other  principles  set 
out  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  (C.  &  D.,  December  13, 
1941).  Since  the  practice  of  pharmacy  is  one  and  indivisible,  Bloomsbury 
discourages  the  use  of  qualifying  adjectives  such  as  "  dispensing "  or 
"  retail "  prefixed  to  the  word  "  pharmacist,"  but  in  spite  of  B.Pharm. 
oi  F.P.S.,  the  pharmacist  the  public  knows  best  is  the  man  behind  the 
counter  who  supplies  senna  as  well  as  sulphanilamide  and  corn  plasters 
as  well  as  chloramphenicol  and  who  is  ready  to  advise  on  all  matters 
relating  to  the  preservation  of  health,  the  treatment  of  sickness  and  the 
maintenance  of  general  well-being  in  the  home.  The  Council  would  have 
something  to  answer  for  if  it  organised  that  type  of  member  out  of 
existence. 

Pains  in  the  Head 

Members  of  Parliament,  discussing  an  affliction  that  has  apparently  troubled 
man  almost  from  his  earliest  years,  learned  (p.  108)  that  headaches  of 
various  types  are  being  investigated  empirically  at  a  number  of  centres. 
Wootton,  in  his  "  Chronicles,"  quotes  from  the  Papyrus  Ebers  (1550  B.C.) 
a  preparation  of  opium,  coriander,  absinth,  juniper  and  honey,  devised  by 
Isis  to  relieve  Ra  of  pains  in  the  head.  Your  issue  of  March  13,  1948 
(p.  349),  presents  a  classification  of  headaches  and  their  causes.  Vascular 
headaches,  resulting  primarily  from  dilatation  of  blood  vessels,  include 
migraine,  histamine  headache,  and  tension  headache.  Psychic  headaches 
are  not  true  headaches,  but  strange  and  usually  terrifying  feelings  without 
organic  cause.  After  reading  this  I  endorse  the  warning  given  in  the 
monograph  in  Diseases  and  Remedies.  "  Headache  should  be  recognised 
as  a  symptom  and  not  a  disease.  ...  A  patient  who  makes  frequent 
complaint  of  headache  should  always  be  referred  to  a  medical  practitioner 
for  advice."  To  M.P.s,  overburdened  with  State  business,  I  offer  for 
trial  during  the  recess  the  following :  —  "  Take  ye  braines  of  a  cow, 
seethe  it  and  eat  it,  it  will  help  "  (1600).  "  If  the  head  is  much  disturbed, 
wash  it  with  cold  water,  discontinue  the  nightcap  but  wear  worsted 
stockings  in  bed  "  (1826). 

//  Pays  to  Advertise 

Although  I  give  most  of  my  attention  to  your  literary  pages  I  examine 
the  advertisements  with  interest,  particularly  those  in  your  special  issues 
and.  of  course,  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  and  Year-book.  Many  are  attractive 
because  of  the  artistic  merit  they  display  apart  from  their  verbal  message. 
Doubtless  many  people  react  to  an  advertisement  because  the  offer  they 
encounter  meets  a  need  they  feel  and  presents  the  opportunity  of  satis- 
fying it.  But  successful  advertising  goes  much  further  than  that  and,  by 
some  subtle  hypnotic  quality,  creates  the  need  it  means  to  satisfy.  In 
your  Print  and  Publicity  column  (p.  126)  you  give  details  of  some  interest- 
ing advertising  campaigns  to  be  carried  out  mainly  in  popular  weekly 
magazines.  From  a  national  survey  made  on  behalf  of  the  Advertising 
Association  I  learn  that  the  sum  of  £230  millions  was  expended  on  advert- 
ising in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1953,  the  comparable  figure  for  1952 
being  £199  millions.  Large  though  that  amount  appears  to  be,  the  pro- 
portion of  our  national  income  that  we  spend  on  advertising  is  only  about 
half  that  of  the  United  States.  It  is  noteworthy  that  trade  and  technical 
journals  in  1952  carried  substantially  more  advertising  than  before  the  war. 
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FUTURE  PRICING  ARRANGEMENTS 

Agreement  on  scheme  to  operate  from  October 


DISCUSSIONS  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Joint 
Pricing  Committee,  and  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee since  the  July  8  conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  representa- 
tives have  resulted  in  agreement  on 
the  basis  of  pricing  to  be  adopted  in 
the  next  nine  to  twelve  months. 

The  new  arrangements  are  outlined 
below.  Substantially  they  give  effect 
to  the  instructions  the  conference  gave 
to  its  negotiators.  They  are  "  without 
prejudice  to  the  claim  that  the  ultimate 
aim  must  be  a  return  to  full  pricing." 
In  the  view  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee,  the  arrangements  represent 
sound  progress  to  that  aim. 

Contractors  with  Few  Prescriptions 

The  first  agreed  change  takes  effect 
immediately.  Its  purpose  is  to  secure 
a  greater  measure  of  equity  for  con- 
tractors whose  monthly  totals  of  pre- 
scriptions are  small  by  comparison 
with  the  majority. 

Contractors  with  small-size  bundles 
will,  in  future,  have  their  prescriptions 
priced  in  full  every  month,  and  will  re- 
ceive payment  on  the  fully-priced 
figures.  During  August  contractors 
who  will  be  covered  by  that  arrange- 
ment will  be  notified  by  their  Execu- 
tive Council.  Unless  he  is  specifically 
told  that  it  applies  to  him  no  contrac- 
tor will  come  under  that  arrangement. 
About  2,200  contractors  out  of  the 
total  of  13,400  in  England  and  Wales 
are  expected  to  be  affected. 

Once  notified  that  the  arrangement 
applies  to  him,  a  contractor  will  con- 
tinue to  have  his  prescriptions  priced 
in  full  each  month,  unless  and  until  he 
is  notified  to  the  contrary.  The 
arrangement  might  be  cancelled  for  a 
particular  contractor  —  for  example  if 
his  prescription  numbers  per  month 
grew  to  an  extent  that  brought 
him  above  the  level  on  which  the 
"  small  bundle  contractor "  arrange- 
ments are  to  operate.  The  level  is  being 
fixed  at  about  500  prescriptions  per 
month,  but  no  contractor  should 
assume  that,  because  his  monthly 
average  is  at  or  below  that  level,  the 
arrangement  applies  to  him:  if  it  is 
to  apply,  he  will  be  told  so  specifically 
by  the  Executive  Council. 


Chemists  who  receive  the  notification 
will  be  required,  from  August  prescrip- 
tions onwards,  to  send  them  to  the 
Pricing  Bureau  sorted  into  doctor 
order  and  accompanied  by  a  new  type 
of  invoice  form  (see  below). 

Main  Body  of  Contractors 

All  other  contractors  will  have  their 
August  and  September  prescriptions 
priced  as  at  present  (all  "  S "  and  a 
minimum  of  20  per  cent,  of  "  A  "  pre- 
scriptions priced  in  full).  In  certain 
Executive  Council  areas  all  contractors 
will  then  be  required  to  submit  their 
prescriptions  for  the  months  October, 
November,  December,  1954  and  Janu- 
ary, 1955  sorted  into  "  doctor  order." 
The  prescriptions  will  be  priced  in  full 
and  paid  for  on  that  basis.  After  the 
January  1955  prescriptions  have  been 
sent  off  contractors  in  the  affected 
areas  will  revert  to  the  present  method 
of  sorting,  unless  they  are  "  small- 
bundle  "  contractors  covered  by  the 
arrangement  given  above.  Pricing  will 
also  revert  to  the  present  system. 

A  second  group  of  Executive  Council 
areas  will,  starting  with  the  February 
1955  prescriptions,  go  through  the 
same  procedure  of  sorting  into  doctor 
order  but  for  three  consecutive  months. 
Their  prescriptions  in  those  months 
will  be  fully  priced  and  paid  for.  Con- 
tractors in  those  areas  will,  in  turn,  re- 
vert to  the  present  method  of  sorting 
unless  they  are  "  small-bundle "  con- 
tractors. 

A  final  group  of  Executive  Council 
areas  will  be  treated  in  an  identical 
way  starting  with  the  May  1955  pre- 
scriptions for  three  consecutive  months 
before  reverting  to  the  present  system. 

The  whole  of  the  country  is  being 
covered  in  the  three  groups,  so  that 
during  the  twelve  months  from  October 
every  contractor  will  have  his  prescrip- 
tions priced  in  full  for  at  least  three 
months,  the  present  sorting  and  pricing 
system  applying  in  the  other  nine. 

The  first  group  of  Executive  Coun- 
cils for  "  doctor-order "  sorting  and 
full  pricing  has  not  yet  been  selected. 
When  chosen,  contractors  in  the  areas 
in  question  will  be  notified.  They  will 
be  supplied  with  the  necessary  revised 
invoice  form  early  in  October. 


What  Doctor-Order  sorting  will  Involve 

Under  the  system  of  doctor-order 
sorting : 

(i)  All  the  N.H.S.  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed at  the  contractor's  premises 
must  be  sent  in  monthly  in  one  bundle, 
with  an  invoice  form  made  out  to  the 
Executive  Council  for  the  area  in 
which  the  contractor's  premises  are 
situated. 

(ii)  All  the  prescription  forms  for 
each  doctor  must  be  placed  together 
and  the  batches  arranged  in  alphabeti- 
cal order  of  doctors'  names.  Prescrip- 
tions for  trusses  and /or  elastic  hosiery, 
if  any,  must  be  put  at  the  top  of  each 
doctor's  batch. 

(iii)  The  surname  (with  initials,  if 
known)  of  each  doctor  must  be  entered 
in  alphabetical  order  in  the  space  pro- 
vided on  the  invoice  form,  together 
with  the  number  of  forms  for  each 
doctor.  The  total  number  of  forms 
(not  prescriptions)  submitted  must  also 
be  inserted  in  the  space  provided  over- 
leaf. A  specimen  lay-out  of  this  part  of 
the  form  is  reproduced  below. 

(iv)  The  contractor  must  enter  first 
(in  alphabetical  doctor  order)  the  forms 
that  bear  the  name  of  the  Executive 
Council  in  which  his  premises  are 
situated.  If  forms  issued  by  other 
Executive  Councils  have  been  dis- 
pensed, the  name  of  each  such  E.C. 
must  be  entered  across  the  form  below 
the  last  entry  in  respect  of  forms  of 
the  chemists'  own  E.C.  area,  and  the 
name  of  the  doctor  (and  initials  where 
known)  must  be  inserted  for  any  doc- 
tor for  whom  there  are  two  or  more 
forms.  For  doctors  with  only  one 
form,  or  whose  name  is  not  known,  an 
entry  is  made  under  the  appropriate 
E.C.  heading  as  "  miscellaneous,"  with 
the  total  number  of  such  forms. 

The  invoice  form  makes  provision  for 
up  to  ninety  doctors'  names.  Eventu- 
ally the  EC10  forms  will  bear  a 
"  punched  "  number  by  which  doctor 
sorting  and  identification  will  be  simpli- 
fied. Forms  issued  by  locum  doctors  and 
assistants  to  principals  should  be 
sorted  and  listed  under  the  name  of  the 
principal,  which  should  appear  on  the 
prescription  form  together  with  the 
signature  of  the  deputy  or  assistant. 
The  arrangements  outlined  are  being

As  already  mentioned,  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  considers  the  new 
arrangements  represent  sound  progress 
towards  the  ideal  of  full  pricing.  That 
may  not  be  the  view  of  the  Minister 
of  Health.  To  avoid  any  misunder- 
standing about  his  attitude,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  has  circulated  to  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  a  copy  of  correspondence 
that  has  passed  between  Mr.  G.  H.  M. 
Graham  (as  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee) and  the  Minister  of  Health.  On 
July  5  Mr.  Graham  wrote: 
Dear  Mr.  Minister, 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  June  30. 
As  I  believe  you  know,  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  is  seek- 
ing instructions  from  a  conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  representatives 
to  be  held  in  London  on  July  8  on  the 
serious  issues  which  arise  out  of  the  pro- 
posals for  future  pricing.  I  am  sure  that 
the  terms  of  your  reply  to  the  represen- 
tations to  which  you  listened  with  such 
courtesy  when  you  received  the  members 
of  my  committee  on  June  21  will 
materially  assist  in  finding  a  satisfactory 
solution  to  the  problem  which  confronts 
us.  I  welcome  the  opportunity  of  fur- 
ther consultations  with  your  officers  and 
with  representatives  of  the  Joint  Pricing 
Committee  to  consider  any  variations  in 
your  suggested  scheme  with  a  view  to 
minimising  the  disadvantages  which  have 
shown  up  during  the  working  of  the  pres- 
ent scheme.  It  may  be  that,  in  due  time, 
without  incurring  extra  expense  or  increas- 
ing man-power,  when  the  existing  staff 
at  the  already  established  Bureaux  is  fully 
trained  both  the  necessary  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  cost  of  doctors'  prescrib- 
ing and  the  pricing  of  each  prescription 
individually  could  be  undertaken.  If  that 
were  so  then  I  take  it  that  there  would 
be  no  objection  to  both  being  done? 
Your  remarks  "  The  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession have  always  co-operated  to  make 
their  part  of  the  National  Health  Service 
a  success,"  are  noted  with  satisfaction.  On 
this  day,  the  sixth  anniversary  of  the 
"  appointed  day,"  may  I  assure  you,  Mr. 
Minister,  that  with  sympathetic  considera- 
tion always  being  given  by  each  side  to 
the  other  side's  point  of  view  the  con- 
tractors of  England  and  Wales  will  con- 
tinue to  make  a  success  of  their  part  of 
the  Health  Service. 

The   Minster    sent  a  reply  dated 
July  29:  — 
Dear  Mr.  Graham, 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  July  5. 
I  feel  sure  that  a  satisfactory  scheme  can 
be  devised  which  will  enable  both  the 
additional  pricing  to  be  done  and  figures 
to  be  extracted  relating  to  the  cost  of 
doctor's  prescribing.  If,  at  some  later 
stage,  it  appears  that  the  staff  which  is 
necessary  to  undertake  this  work  can  in 
fact  carry  a  heavier  load  we  shall  always 
be  ready  to  consider  what  future  develop- 
ments ought  to  take  place  both  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  pharmacists  and  in  the 
wider  context  of  the  Health  Services  as 
a  whole;  but  I  feel  bound  to  warn  you 
that  I  am  very  doubtful  whether  I  should 
be  able  to  justify  incurring  expenditure 
which  could  otherwise  be  saved,  simply 
in  order  to  carry  out  the  detailed  pricing 
of  each  prescription  or  to  increase  the 
proportion  of  prescriptions  so  priced. 


Secretaries  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees have  also  been  notified  that  the 
draft  questionnaire,  on  which  the  pro- 
posed joint  inquiry  into  dispensing 
costs  would  be  conducted,  is  now  prac- 
tically complete.  The  management  side 
of  the  Whitley  Council  has  agreed  that, 
if  the  forms  are  issued  before  agree- 
ment has  been  reached  on  the  basis  of 
allocations  of  overheads  to  the  dispens- 
ing department  and  to  the  retail  sales 
side  of  the  business,  the  completed 
forms  should  be  sent  back  to  an  in- 
dependent authority  and  should  not  be 


THE  report  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  1952-53  was  published  re- 
cently (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  7s.  6d.). 
On  the  Council's  programme  of  re- 
search on  cortisone  and  ACTH  carried 
out  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  the  Nuffield  Foundation,  the 
report  states  that  the  field  covered  has 
enabled  a  more  balanced  view  of  the 
value  of  those  hormones  to  emerge 
from  the  "  initial  enthusiasms  and 
subsequent  denigrations."  In  properly 
selected  cases,  continues  the  report,  "  it 
may  well  be  that  the  drugs  have  a 
role  in  present  day  treatment,  but  few 
adequately  controlled  clinical  trials 
have  been  reported,  and  undesirable 
side  effects  have  become  increasingly 
evident.  Even  were  the  drugs  more 
freely  available,  most  clinicians  would 
not  contemplate  their  use  until  more 
conservative  treatment  including  rest, 
diet,  analgesics,  physiotherapy,  and 
orthopaedic  measures,  had  been  tried." 

Cortisone  v.  Aspirin 

The  joint  committee's  investigation  of 
the  comparative  effects  of  cortisone 
and  aspirin  in  a  carefully  selected 
group  of  early  cases  revealed  no  signi- 
ficant difference  in  the  benefits  derived 
from  those  preparations.  Those  and 
other  observations  suggested  that  corti- 
sone had  no  specific  effect  on  the  rheu- 
matoid process.  The  dangers  of  corti- 
sone and  ACTH  therapy  were  far  from 
negligible.  Above  a  certain  dosage 
side  effects  such  as  coarsening  of 
appearance,  increase  in  weight,  hairi- 
ness and  so  on  might  appear  and  the 
minimum  doses  required  to  maintain 
freedom  from  joint  symptoms  were 
commonly  at  or  above  the  level  which 
produced  such  side  effects.  Although 
those  side  effects  were  not  a  general 
contra-indication  to  the  use  of  the 
drugs,  they  needed  to  be  weighed  care- 
fully against  the  expected  benefits. 
Other  more  serious  dangers  were  high 
blood  pressure,  heart  failure,  diabetes 
mellitus,  activation  of  latent  tubercu- 
losis, perforation  of  peptic  ulcers,  and 
mental  disturbances.  To  some  extent 
those  could  be  avoided  by  excluding 
from  the  treatment  patients  who 
showed  even  the  slightest  evidence  of 
those  conditions  but  in  some  cases  the 
onset  of  those  complications  was  un- 
expected and  uncontrollably  rapid. 
Thus  therapy  with  ACTH  and  corti- 
sone should  never  be  undertaken 
lightly  and  ought  not  to  be  used  save 
when  the  patient  could  be  kept  under 
constant  medical  supervision.  The 
report  states  that  it  is  from  such  obser- 


available  to  either  side  until  agreement 
has  been  reached  on  how  the  alloca- 
tions are  to  be  made.  The  other 
stumbling  block  to  entering  into  the 
joint  inquiry  has  not  yet  been  over- 
come, namely  the  absence  of  any 
arbitration  machinery  or  other  arrange- 
ment for  dealing  satisfactorily,  from 
the  contractor's  standpoint,  with  a 
"  stalemate "  if,  on  completion  of  the 
joint  inquiry,  the  two  sides  cannot 
agree  what  the  figures  prove.  The 
matter  is  still  the  subject  of  discus- 
sion. 


vations  as  those  of  the  joint  committee 
that  it  should  become  possible  to  decide 
whether  the  new  hormones  are  in  the 
long  run  more  beneficial  than  other 
forms  of  treatment. 

On  hazards  in  the  use  of  pesticides 
the  report  mentions  that,  as  a  result  of 
suggestions  of  the  Council's  toxicology 
committee,  consideration  is  being  given 
to  a  different  approach  in  animal  ex- 
periments on  toxicology.  The  doses  of 
a  compound  that  will  produce  a 
simple  measurable  effect,  such  as 
weight  loss,  in  say  two  out  of  ten  and 
eight  out  of  ten  animals  are  deter- 
mined. From  those  data  the  dose  that 
would  be  expected  to  affect  not  more 
than,  for  example,  one  out  of  10,000 
animals  is  calculated  by  extrapolation. 
It  will  thus  be  possible,  if  these  experi- 
ments are  successful,  to  limit  the 
exposure  of  the  animals  to  shorter 
periods,  with  consequent  acceleration 
of  the  research  programme.  The  report 
records  that  animal  experiments  show 
DDT,  even  when  fed  in  very  small 
quantities,  to  be  readily  laid  down  in 
fat,  though  that  so  far  no  harmful 
effects  from  those  quantities  have  been 
noted. 

The  report  mentions  that  the  Coun- 
cil's plans  for  further  work  in  the  field 
of  virus  diseases  include  attempts  to 
investigate,  especially  by  the  newer 
techniques  of  in  vitro  cultivation  in 
growing  tissues,  including  human 
tissues,  the  common  cold,  poliomyelitis, 
hepatitis  and  measles  and  others  of  the 
more  elusive  viruses  which  cannot  be 
studied  by  simpler  means. 

The  problem  of  penicillin  biosynthe- 
sis is  being  re-investigated.  By  the  use 
of  radioactive  amino  acids  it  has  been 
demonstrated  that  the  main  part  cf  the 
penicillin  molecule  is  built  up  by  the 
mould  from  cysteine  and  valine. 

The  report  states  that  many  drugs 
have  been  tried  for  the  treatment  of 
hypertension  but  only  the  penta-  and 
hexa-methonium  salts  have  proved 
practicable.  Although  somewhat  tran- 
sient in  their  action  and  liable  to  pro- 
duce undesirable  side  effects,  they 
controlled  pressure  in  most  patients 
and  probably  prolonged  life  in  malig- 
nant hypertension.  With  further 
modifications  in  chemical  structure  or 
in  their  mode  of  adminstration,  it 
seemed  hopeful  that  those  compounds 
might  fulfil  their  early  promise  of  pro- 
viding an  effective  palliative  treatment 
of  hypertension. 

A  summary  of  research  carried  out 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Council  during 
the  year  under  review  is  held  over.

Drugs  in  Unlocked  Car 

At  Worcester,  recently,  John  Henry 
Bloomberg,  veterinary  surgeon,  The 
Butts,  Worcester,  was  fined  £2  for  fail- 
ing to  keep  drugs  locked  up.  A  police 
constable  said  that,  in  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning,  he  found  Bloomberg's 
car  parked  with  the  doors  unlocked, 
and  on  the  back  seat  a  leather  case 
inside  which  were  cartons  containing 
an  aggregate  of  250  morphine  sulphate 
tablets. 

Caught  in  the  Act 

At  Birkenhead  quarter  sessions,  re- 
cently, two  Liverpool  brothers,  Thomas 
and  George  Furlong,  each  of  whom 
took  the  blame  in  an  effort  to  save 
the  other,  were  placed  on  probation 
for  three  years  after  pleading  guilty 
to  breaking  and  entering  a  pharmacy 
owned  by  a  former  mayor  of  Birken- 
head (Mr.  D.  Roger  Rowlands,  M.P.S.), 
at  137  Oxton  Road,  Birkenhead,  with 
intent  to  commit  a  felony.  They  were 
found  in  the  early  hours  of  June  30 
trespassing  in  the  backyard  of  the 
premises. 

Unauthorised  Possession 

At  Liverpool,  on  July  22,  an  Indian, 
Jaffar  Shah,  65  Catharine  Street, 
Liverpool,  was  fined  £50,  with  £4  4s. 
costs,  for  being  in  unauthorised  pos- 
session of  Indian  hemp. — At  Birken- 
head, on  July  12,  an  Indian  seaman, 
Abdul  Wahab,  was  fined  £50,  with 
£2  2s.  costs  after  pleading  guilty  to 
unlawful  possession  of  24  oz.  of  Indian 
hemp.  Wahab  said  that  he  bought  the 
Indian  hemp  in  Rangoon  and  was  tak- 
ing it  to  Liverpool  to  sell  to  an  Indian 
there.  He  would  have  got  £12  for  it. 

Took  "  Harmless  "  Capsules 

An  Army  officer  who  pleaded  guilty  at 
Guildford  recently  to  driving  while 
under  the  influence  of  drink  or  drugs 
said  that  he  had  taken  twenty  capsules 
of  a  drug  (methyl  pentynol)  which  a 
Sunday  newspaper  had  described  as 
"  absolutely  harmless  "  and  having  no 
ill-effects.  Captain  D.  F.  A.  Rees,  Royal 
Army  Ordnance  Corps,  Belgrave  Road, 
Seaford,  Sussex,  was  fined  £20,  ordered 
to  pay  £6  14s.  costs,  and  disqualified 
for  a  year.  He  was  said  to  have  re- 
signed his  commission  as  a  result  of  the 
incident  and  to  have  lost  his  pension. 

Apology  to  Medical  Practitioner 

A  claim  for  damages  by  Dr.  Herbert 
Macpherson,  Spring  Bank  West,  Hull, 
against  Mr.  Allan  F.  Metcalfe,  M.P.S., 
Spring  Bank  West,  Hull,  in  respect  of 
an  alleged  defamation  of  character, 
was  the  subject  of  agreed  damages  and 
an  apology  at  the  West  Riding  Assizes 
in  Leeds  on  July  26.  A  statement 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Metcalfe  was  read. 
It  said :  "As  a  result  of  these  pro- 
ceedings I  am  aware  that  a  number 
of  people  have  reported  to  Dr. 
Macpherson  what  they  had  under- 
stood to  be  aspersions  on  his  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  as  a  doctor  made  by 
me  in  the  course  of  my  professional 
business.  I  am  glad  to  avail  myself 
of  this  opportunity  of  saying  publicly 


that  at  no  time  did  I  intend  to  criti- 
cise Dr.  Macpherson  in  this  or  in  any 
other  way,  and  I  am  very  sorry  that 
anyone  should  have  understood  me  to 
do  so.  In  these  circumstances  I 
unreservedly  apologise  to  Dr. 
Macpherson  for  having  spoken  in 
terms  which  were  capable  of  being 
misunderstood.  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  saying  publicly  that  I  never 
intended  any  criticism  of  his  profes- 
sional conduct  or  abilities.  I  recognise 
that  Dr.  Macpherson  has  cause  to 
complain  in  this  matter  and  have  ac- 
cordingly agreed  to  pay  him  a  sum  of 
money  by  way  of  damages." 

Mr.  Justice  Parker :  The  record  will 
be  withdrawn  on  those  terms. 

Effect  of  a  New  Drug 

At  Oldbury,  Birmingham,  magistrates' 
court,  recently,  Frederick  Charles  Den- 
nis Wyatt,  70  Wilmington  Road,  Quin- 
tan, pleaded  guilty  to  driving  a  car 
while  under  the  influence  of  drugs  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  not  have  proper 
control  of  the  vehicle.  A  police 
superintendent  said  the  case  presented 
"  a  most  unusual  set  of  circumstances." 
At  3.15  a.m.  on  July  4,  a  police  con- 
stable and  officer  in  Hagley  Road  West 
heard  the  sound  of  a  car  approaching 
and  a  noise  as  if  something  had 
crashed.  They  saw  a  motor  car  zig- 
zagging along  the  road  but  were  un- 
able to  stop  it.  One  of  the  officers 
stopped  a  passing  car  and  gave  chase, 
and  eventually  managed  to  pull  the  car 
up.  When  Wyatt  got  out  he  was  taken 
to  the  Brand  Hall  police  station  where 
it  was  found  he  was  under  the  in- 
fluence of  drugs.  "  The  police  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  is 
a  sad  case  and  I  do  not  want  to  press 
the  charge  too  much,"  said  the  super- 
intendent. Wyatt  said  he  had  been  suf- 
fering with  his  nerves  for  many  years. 
On  July  2  he  left  his  office  earlier 
than  usual  and  went  to  bed.  He  stayed 
in  bed  on  Saturday  and  asked  his  wife 
to  go  to  his  doctor  and  get  some  more 
tablets.  A  new  type  of  drug  was  pre- 
scribed and  that  night  he  took  some 
and  went  to  sleep.  When  he  awoke 
he  had  the  impression  that  he  had  to 
see  the  medical  adviser  to  his  em- 
ployers. He  remembered  dressing  but 
the  next  thing  he  remembered  was  be- 
ing stopped  by  the  police.  Dr.  W. 
McL.  Chesney,  Birmingham,  said  that 
Wyatt  was  suffering  from  an  anxiety 
state,  for  which  he  had  prescribed 
carbromal  and  amphetamine.  Mrs. 
Wyatt  went  to  his  surgery  on  July  3 
and  he  prescribed  in  addition  Largac- 
til,  a  new  drug.  "  Knowing  that  Mr. 
Wyatt  was  in  bed  I  did  not  think  it 
necessary  to  give  Mrs.  Wyatt  a  warn- 
ing. I  normally  give  warnings  when 
I  know  a  patient  is  ambulant,"  said 
the  doctor.  He  added  that  the  drug 
would  probably  have  made  Wyatt  not 
responsible  for  what  he  was  doing. 
Granting  Wyatt  an  absolute  discharge 
on  payment  of  £3  3s.  costs,  the  chair- 
man said  the  bench  would  not  dis- 
qualify him  on  condition  that  his 
wife  promised  to  watch  him  carefully 
and  to  take  charge  of  the  car  key 
during  the  night.

Mr.  J.  Stuart  (Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland)  told  Mr.  G.  M.  Thomson  on 
July  27  that  Dundee  Corporation  had 
drawn  his  attention  to  the  cost  to  local 
authorities  of  the  transfer  of  the  wel- 
fare foods  scheme  to  them.  When  Mr. 
Thomson  asked  what  steps  were  being 
taken  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the  rate- 
payers and  to  give  the  local  authority 
more  time  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  service,  Mr.  Stuart  replied  that 
all  the  authorities  had  now  made  their 
arrangements. 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  P.  Morris  on  July 
30  that  he  would  not  increase  the  50 
per  cent,  grant  of  administrative  costs 
to  enable  local  authorities  to  meet  the 
additional  expenditure  incurred  by 
them  in  the  distribution  and  storage  of 
welfare  foods. 

Sulphate-reducing  Bacteria 

Mr.  A.  M.  Skeffington  asked  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry 
of  Works  on  July  27  how  many  staff 
were  employed,  and  the  expenditure  of 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  In- 
dustrial Research,  on  work  on  the 
effects  of  sulphate-reducing  bacteria. 
Mr.  Bevins  replied  that  about  twelve 
people  were  working  at  the  Chemical 
Research  Laboratory  on  the  effects  of 
sulphate-reducing  bacteria.  The  total 
cost  of  the  research  was  about  £13,000 
a  year. 

Television  Bill  and  Advertised  Medicines 

During  the  consideration  of  the 
Lords  Amendments  to  the  Television 
Bill  on  July  27,  Sir  L.  Plummer  said 
that  the  medical  committee  (see 
C  &  D.,  June  26,  p.  637)  would  deal 
with  such  claims  as  that  of  a  promi- 
nent make  of  laxatives  that  "  One  of 
these  pills  given  to  baby  every  night 
will  cure  baby's  constipation."  Of 
course,  if  a  baby  were  given  a  pill 
every  night,  by  the  end  of  the  year 
there  would  be  no  baby,  he  continued. 
It  was  the  sort  of  misleading  advertise- 
ment with  which  the  medical  commit- 
tee could  deal.  Indeed  he  thought  that 
the  "  patent "  medicine  advertiser 
would  have  a  rough  ride,  particularly 
from  the  British  Medical  Association 
representative. 

Cortisone  Supplies 

Mr.  J.  Stuart  (Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland)  told  Mr.  D.  J.  Pryde  in  a 
written  answer  on  July  27  that  supplies 
of  cortisone  were  increasing  but  he  was 
advised  that  it  was  a  potent  drug  which 
could  have  harmful  effects  and  that  ex- 
perience of  its  use  was  limited.  He 
could  not  forecast  when  supplies  would 
be  unrestricted. 

Monopolies  Commission  Report 

Mr.  H.  Strauss  (Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade)  told 
Mr.  B.  Janner  in  a  written  answer  on 
July  27  that  he  could  not  say  when  the 
Monopolies  Commission  was  likely  to 
report  on  its  investigations,  under  sec- 
tion 15  of  the  Monopolies  and  Restric- 
tive Practices  Act,  into  exclusive  deal- 
ing (see  C.  &  D.,  December  27,  1952, 
p.  874). 


Nervous  Illness  and  Inoculations 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  S.  P.  Viant  in  a  writ- 
ten answer  on  July  27  that  the  Medical 
Research  Council  was  investigating  the 
possible  association  between  nervous 
illness  and  inoculations  such  as  diph- 
theria toxoid  and  the  combined  diph- 
theria-whooping-cough prophylactic. 

Agene  in  Flour 

Mr.  Norman  Dodds  asked  the 
Minister  of  Food  on  July  28  if  he 
could  make  a  statement  on  the  banning 
of  agene  in  flour  for  human  consump- 
tion. Dr.  Charles  Hill  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food):  Not  yet. 

New  Telex  Service 

Earl  de  la  Warr  (Postmas;er- 
General)  replying  to  Lord  Teynham  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  July  28,  said 
that  the  Post  Office  would  soon  be  able 
to  offer  a  new  unified  Telex  service,  giv- 
ing communication  through  teleprinter 
exchanges  with  subscribers  in  Britain 
and  in  many  countries  overseas.  It 
would  supersede  both  the  present  in- 
land Telex  service  which  provided 
limited  intercommunication  by  tele- 
printer and  the  separate  international 
Telex  service.  It  would  allow  all  subscri- 
bers to  make  both  inland  and  interna- 
tional calls.  The  new  service  would  be 
open  in  the  autumn,  and  new  charges 
would  come  into  force  then. 

Marking  of  Imported  Goods 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr.  R.  S. 
Russell  on  July  29  that  the  matter  of 
the  withdrawal  of  the  option  under  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  which 
allowed  imported  goods  that  were  re- 
quired to  be  marked  to  bear  the  words 
"  Foreign  "  or  "  Empire  "  instead  of 
the  name  of  the  country  of  origin,  was 
still  under  consideration. 

Trade  with  Brazil 

In  a  debate  on  July  29,  Mr.  John 
Hynd  raised  the  question  of  increasing 
trade  with  Brazil.  He  suggested  that 
Britain  should  make  a  bolder  approach 
to  the  development  of  trade,  giving 
more  credit  and  showing  more  confi- 
dence in  Brazil.  Mr.  Heathcoat 
Amory  (Minister  of  State,  Board  of 
Trade)  said  that  the  Government 
shared  the  concern  about  the  low  level 
of  trade,  but  the  key  was  somehow  or 
other  the  earning  of  more  sterling  by 
Brazil.  The  Government  would  do 
everything  it  could  to  promote  and 
foster  it,  but  the  sale  of  Brazilian  ex- 
ports depended  on  British  importers. 

Analgesia  in  Childbirth 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Miss  E.  M.  Pitt  in  a 
written  answer  on  July  30  that  the 
Medical  Research  Council  had  recom- 
mended that  midwives  acting  on  their 
own  responsibility  after  instruction 
should  be  permitted  to  administer  tri- 
ch'ore'hylene  with  approved  inhalers. 
The  Central  Midwives'  Board  had  ac- 
cepted the  recommendation  and  he  was 
now  consulting  the  Board  about  giving 
it  effect. 


Food  Sterilisation  by  Gamma  rays 

Mr.  J.  R.  Bevins  (Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Works)  told 
Mr.  Philips  Price  in  a  written  answer 
on  July  30  that  so  far  as  he  was  aware 
no  research  on  the  use  of  y  radiation 
for  sterilising  food  was  being  carried 
out  in  Britain.  During  the  past  five 
years  the  Food  Investigation  Organisa- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  in  collabora- 
tion with  industrial  and  other  bodies, 
had  been  investigating  the  use  of 
similar  types  of  radiation,  namely 
x-rays  and  high  velocity  electron 
beams.  A  report  was  being  prepared. 
No  practical  application  of  those 
methods  could  yet  be  expected.

B.  S.  1704  "  General  Purpose  Thermo- 
meters." B.S.  593  specifies  four  series 
of  thermometers:  Series  A,  thermo- 
meters with  zeros  and  about  400  mm. 
long,  covering  ranges  of  about  30-40°C. 
or  about  55-75°F.  and  graduated  at 
each  0-1  °C.  or  0\2°F.;  Series  B,  ther- 
mometers similar  to  those  of  series  A, 
but  with  ranges  of  about  60°C.  or 
about  110°F.  and  graduated  at  each 
0  2°C.  or  0-5F.;  Series  C,  thermometers 
without  zeros  and  about  200  or 
250  mm.  long,  covering  ranges  of 
about  100°C.  or  about  200°F.  and  gra- 
duated at  each  1°C.  or  2°F.,  intended 
for  use  when  compactness  is  essential; 
Series  F,  thermometers  of  various 
ranges  between  — 2  and  +400°C.  or 
28-5  and  752°F.,  intended  for  use  in 
the  distillation  of  solvents.

INQUESTS 

Five  Times  Lethal  Dose.  —  At  an 

inquest  at  Walthamstow  recently  on 
Mr.  F.  W.  Angelo  it  was  stated  that 
he  had  committed  suicide  by  taking 
five  times  the  lethal  dose  of  phenobar- 
bitone  tablets  prescribed  for  him  for 
epilepsy.  A  pathologist  said :  "  That 
would  be  about  a  month's  supply  of 
the  drug  if  the  tablets  were  taken  three 
times  a  day.  At  the  same  rate  a  week's 
supply  constitutes  a  lethal  dose  of  the 
drug." 

Dangerous  Playthings.  —  A  bottle 
of  quinine  sulphate  tablets,  bought  for 
treatment  of  a  cold  and  then  forgotten, 
caused  the  death  of  two-year-old 
Vivian  Adams,  Kensal  Rise,  according 
to  evidence  given  at  a  recent  inquest 
at  Hammersmith,  London.  The  child's 
mother  said  that  she  took  Vivian  and 
her  other  daughter,  Linda,  aged  four, 
to  a  friend's  home  for  tea.  She  noticed 
the  children  playing  on  the  bed  with 
a  tin  box  and  asked :  "  Is  there  any- 
thing dangerous  in  there  ?  "  "  No," 
said  her  friend,  "  only  junk."  Then 
she  noticed  a  bottle  on  the  bed  with 
about  six  tablets  in  it.  Linda  told 
her  she  had  taken  one,  but  Vivian 
had  taken  a  lot.  Vivian  was  taken  to 
hospital  and  died  half  an  hour  after 
admission.  Verdict:  Misadventure. 

Too  Easy  Access  to  Drugs. — At  an 

inquest  at  Wolverhampton,  on  July 
27,  Professor  J.  M.  Webster  (director 
of  the  West  Midland  Forensic  Science 
Laboratory)  said  that,  in  his  opinion, 
invalids  who  used  large  quantities  of 
dangerous  drugs  should  never  keep 
them  themselves.  He  told  the  coroner 
"  It  is  my  view  that  drugs  of  this  kind 
should  be  kept  in  the  control  of  a  re- 
sponsible relative."  The  coroner: 
"  Without  making  any  comment  in  this 
case,  that  is  my  view  entirely."  The 
inquest  was  on  Mrs.  Emma  Weetman, 
Old  Hall  Road,  Featherstone,  near 
Wolverhampton,  on  whom  a  verdict 
was  recorded  that  she  took  her  life 
while  the  balance  of  her  mind  was 
disturbed.  Professor  Webster  said  the 
woman  had  taken  at  least  gr.  23  of 
phenobarbitone  and  that  was  a  fatal 
dose. 

Coroner  Appeals  to  Doctors.  —  An 

appeal  to  doctors  to  reduce  the  quan- 
tity of  drugs  they  prescribe  for 
patients  at  a  particular  time  was  made 
by  the  Taunton  and  West  Somerset 
coroner  recently  after  finding  that  a 
middle-aged  Martock  spinster  had 
died  through  barbiturate  poisoning. 
Miss  L.  K.  Chant,  Martock,  had  died 
at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital  on  June 
18  A  verdict  was  returned  that  she 
took  her  life  whilst  the  balance  of  her 
mind  was  disturbed.  It  was  stated  that 
Miss  Chant  was  found  in  a  coma  by 


her  father  on  June  13.  She  did  not 
recover  consciousness  and  died  five 
days  later.  She  had  suffered  two  years' 
severe  illness,  but  her  health  improved 
after  an  operation.  She  had  been  given 
sedatives.  Later  she  developed  into  an 
"  anxiety  neurosis "  patient  and  took 
barbiturates,  said  her  medical  adviser. 
Answering  the  coroner,  he  agreed  that 
Miss  Chant  had  been  prescribed  thirty 
5-gr.  tablets  of  the  drug  by  him  per 
month.  The  coroner:  It  is  about  three 
times  the  lethal  dose? — I  felt  quite 
safe  with  her  at  the  time. 

He  had  no  idea  whether  Miss  Chant 
had  been  saving  up  the  drug.  The 
coroner  said:  "I  do  think  it  does  be- 
hove the  medical  profession  to  have 
regard  to  this  problem  and  to  cut 
down  as  much  as  possible  the  dosage 
per  interval  for  patients,  and  increase 
the  number  of  times  a  patient  has  to 
come  to  get  the  drugs." 

Tablets  Enough  and  to  Spare, — At  an 

inquest  at  Colchester,  recently,  on  Mrs. 
M.  M.  Britton,  Primrose  Hill,  Wrab- 
ness,  who  died  in  the  Essex  County 
Hospital,  after  being  ill  for  six  days, 
the  coroner  recorded  an  open  verdict, 
death  having  occurred  as  the  result 
of  phenobarbitone  poisoning.  Dr. 
F.  H.  Beckett,  Manningtree,  said  he 
found  Mrs.  Britton  unconscious  in  bed 
and  she  was  taken  to  hospital.  He 
had  visited  her  about  June  16  and  she 
had  been  a  patient  of  his  only  since 
April.  He  knew  that  she  suffered  from 
epileptic  fits.  She  was  taking  gr.  1  of 
phenobarbitone  three  times  a  day,  and 
had  been  taking  it  for  a  long  time. 

The  coroner:  The  bottle  contained 
eighty -four  tablets  on  June  16  ? — Yes. 

There  would  have  been  over  forty 
left  if  she  had  taken  three  a  day  ?— 
Yes. 

The  coroner :  Did  she  take  thirty 
to  forty  tablets  all  at  once  ? — I  think 
so. 

In  answer  to  the  coroner,  Dr.  Beckett 
said  that,  if  Mrs.  Britton  had  been 
taking  the  tablets  in  the  way  of  an 
overdose  for  some  days,  perhaps  six 
or  eight  a  day,  it  would  probably 
affect  her  mental  condition  and  she 
might  have  taken  them  without  any 
consideration  as  to  what  might  happen. 
Summing  up,  the  coroner  said  that 
Mrs.  Britton  had  been  suffering  from 
epilepsy  for  many  years,  and  it  was 
quite  possible  that,  when  she  found 
a  fit  coming  on,  her  mind  was  not 
normal.  After  the  fit  it  was  possible 
she  took  that  large  dose  of  phenobar- 
bitone, not  with  the  intention  of  des- 
troying herself,  but  simply  because  she 
did  not  know  what  she  was  doing.

Appointment 

MR.  PETER  A.  RONAGHAN, 
L. P.S.I. ,  Church  Square,  Monaghan, 
has  been  appointed  compounder  to  the 
Monaghan  County  Council. 
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WHETHER  George  Graham  chose 
the  right  profession  in  entering 
pharmacy  is  a  question  whose  answer 
must  depend  on  the  point  of  view. 
While  he  was  still  at  Middlesbrough 
High  School  the  headmaster,  on  learn- 
ing of  his  choice,  expressed  the 
deepest  disappointment.  The  occupa- 
tion which,  in  the  head's  view,  would 
have  fitted  him  best  was  that  of  a 
ship-broker.  "  You  have  the  head  to 
think  in  millions,"  he  said  to  George. 
"  But  after  a  few  years  behind  a  che- 
mist's counter  you  won't  be  able  to 
add  3£d.  and  2yd.  together  and  get 
the  right  answer."  That  was  in  1916. 
There  is  some  truth,  as  Mr.  Graham 
privately  admits,  in  the  second  half 
of  that  remark,  though  so  far  as  we 
know  it  has  never  caused  any  custo- 
mer to  complain  of  incorrect  change. 

Right  or  wrong,  however,  the  choice 
of  pharmacy  as  a  profession  was  his 
own  and  deliberate.  It  was,  too,  taken 
at  an  early  age.  When  only  eight  years 
old  an  aunt  gave  him  a  miniature 
printing  outfit,  and  he  sent  her  an 
impression  from  the  first  piece  of 
typesetting.  It  was  a  letter-heading 
bearing  prophetically  the  words 
"george  graham,  Chemist  and 
Photographer,"  and  he  himself  has  no 
regrets  at  his  choice  of  career.  In  all 
his  years  in  pharmacy,  nobody  has 
heard  Mr.  Graham  wishing  he  had 
not  come  into  it.  It  is  likely  enough 
that  his  headmaster's  estimate  was 
right,  and  that  he  could  have  acquired 
greater  riches  or  greater  fame  elsewhere, 
but  proprietor  pharmacists  through- 
out England  and  Wales  have  good 
reason  to  rejoice  that  he  did  not  seek 
to  do  so.  At  a  crucial  turn  in  their 
history  his  ability  to  think  in  terms  of 
millions,  and  to  give  the  right  answer 
in  a  flash,  stood  them  in  good  stead. 

For  Mr.  Graham  was  chairman  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  at 
the  inception  of  the  National  Health 
Service,  and  within  a  few  months  an 
active  member  of  the  working  party 
that  was  set  up  to  investigate  the  con- 
ditions under  which  pharmacy  was 
practised  in  shops  and  their  relation- 
ship to  contractors'  remuneration.  He 
played  a  leading  part  in  securing  for 
chemists  in  England  and  Wales  the 
improvements  in  fees  and  oncost  (over 
the  previous  National  Health  Insur- 
ance standards)  that  chemists  regarded 
as  essential  before  they  would  consider 
entering  the  National  Health  Service. 
How  he  came  to  be  in  that  strategic 
position  at  that  time  was  remarkable, 
some  would  say  providential.  His 
"  apprenticeship "  in  pharmaceutical 
politics  had  been  extremely  short. 
From  being  returned  unopposed  to  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Ex- 
ecutive in  April  1944  (he  has  never 
"  fought "  an  election)  he  was 
"  rocketed  "  to  the  vice-chair  two  years 
later.  He  was  chairman  for  the  two 
years  1947-48  and  1948-49,  the  last  two 
years  of  Mr.  Mallinson's  secretaryship 
of  the  Union.  Mr.  Graham's  pharma- 
ceutical apprenticeship  had  been  at  the 
Varo  Terrace,  Stockton-on-Tees,  phar- 
macy of  John  Gregory  &  Son,  though 
he  was  born  in  Guiseley  in  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire.    It  gave  him  a 


sound  training  in  pharmacy,  interrup- 
ted by  military  service  in  the  1914-18 
war  (he  enlisted  shortly  before  the 
armistice).  Before  his  release  he 
served  in  the  army  of  occupation  on 
the  Rhine,  which  had  the  advantage 
foi  him,  pharmaceutically  speaking, 
that  it  gave  him  the  opportunity  to 
take  a  six  weeks'  course  in  chemistry, 
physics  and  botany  at  Bonn  University. 
On  his  demobilisation  he  returned,  this 
time  as  journeyman,  to  the  Varo 
Terrace  shop,  which  was  then  owned 
by  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Salmon,  M.P.S.  In 
1922,  after  a  course  at  the  department 
of  pharmacy,  Sunderland  Technical 
College  in  the  first  year  of  its  life,  he 
qualified.  He  then  joined  the  firm  of 
Dennison  &  Deane,  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne.  Three  years  later  he  was  taken 
into  partnership.    On  Mr.  Deane's  re- 


tirement in  1926,  Robert  H.  Dennison 
and  George  Graham  continued  in 
partnership,  trading  as  Dennison  & 
Graham.  That  same  year  he  volun- 
teered as  secretary  of  the  Newcastle 
District  and  Northumberland  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  served 
some  years  in  that  office  and  then  suc- 
cessive terms  as  vice-chairman  (1935) 
and  chairman  (1936).  Now,  in  1945, 
he  is  again  chairman  of  the  branch. 
The  war  came.  In  September  1940  he 
lost  his  home  to  enemy  action,  and  six 
weeks  later  his  business  partner,  Bob 
Dennison  (at  one  time  area  representa- 
tive on  the  Photo  Dealers'  Association 
council),  died  suddenly.  For  sentimen- 
tal reasons  George  Graham  continues 
to  trade  as  Dennison  &  Graham. 
When,  in  1944,  Mr.  W.  Forster,  Ph.C, 
Seaham  Harbour,  retired  from  being 
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area  representative  on  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  Executive,  the 
feeling  locally  was  that  "  Now  we 
should  have  a  Newcastle  man  to  repre- 
sent us,"  and  George  Graham  was  in- 
vited to  be  the  man.  His  rapid 
advancement  — -  already  mentioned  — ■ 
within  the  Executive  may  have  been 
fortuitous.  His  friends  are  apt  to  say 
to  him  "  You  always  were  lucky." 
Much  more  probably  his  shrewdness 
and  acumen  had  made  themselves  at 
once  evident  to  his  colleagues,  even 
though  concealed  under  a  modest 
simplicity  of  manner.  He  accepted  the 
vice-presidency,  realising  that  it  would 
be  a  severe  test  in  view  of  his  inexperi- 
ence and  the  events  of  the  time.  There

Pharmacists  did  not  appear,  said  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
London  on  July  28,  to  realise  the  position  created  by  delay 
in  paying  their  retention  fees.  Members  whose  names  were 
removed  from  the  register  could  not  carry  on  business 
under  the  National  Health  Service  for  a  single  day :  action 
was  taken  by  the  Executive  Councils  immediately  on  re- 
moval of  the  names.  At  the  meeting  the  names  of  231 
persons  who  had  not  paid  their  retention  fees  for  the 
current  year  had  been  reported  to  the  Council,  and  it 
was  resolved  that  they  should  be  removed  from  the  register 
of  phaimaceutical  chemists.  The  Registrar  said  that  in 
spite  of  all  warnings  of  the  consequences  of  non-payment, 
there  were  some  people  whose  names  the  Council  was 
obliged  every  year  to  remove  from  the  register.  The  large 
majority  of  those  removed  were  eventually  restored.  In 
1953,  246  names  had  been  removed.  During  the  year  143 
members  had  intimated  their  retirement  from  pharmacy, 
against  ninety-four  the  previous  year.  A  list  was  submit- 
ted of  sixty-seven  premises  (against  fifty-seven  in  1952)  for 
which  the  retention  fee  had  not  been  paid  for  the  year, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  be  removed  from  the 
register.  It  was  agreed  to  ask  the  Law  Committee  to  re- 
view the  procedure  relating  to  removals  from  and  restora- 
tions to  the  register.  Restorations  since  the  previous  meet- 
ing numbered  four,  and  the  Council  approved  the  restora- 
tion of  two  further  names  removed  more  than  ten  years 
ago.  Six  applications  for  registration  under  reciprocal  ar- 
rangements were  received  and  approved.  The  Registrar 
reported  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  registrar  of  the  On- 
tario College  of  Pharmacy  intimating  that  the  Council 
of  that  College  had  decided  not  to  terminate  the  reciprocal 
arrangement  with  the  Society,  at  least  for  one  year,  but 
that  in  future  the  fee  for  registration  in  Ontario  would 
be  $100.  Opportunities  for  employment  in  the  Metro- 
politan area  of  Toronto  were  not  so  plentiful  as  they  had 
been,  but  there  were  a  few  openings  in  outlying  sections 
and  particularly  in  Northern  Ontario. 

The  Registrar  said  he  had  been  asked  by  the  president 
of  the  Indian  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who  was  on  a 
visit  to  Great  Britain,  to  convey  to  the  Council  the  Asso- 
ciation's warm  gieetings.  They  wished  it  to  be  known 
that  the  favourable  development  of  pharmaceutical  affairs 
in  India  was  largely  due  to  the  example  and  help  of  the 
Society. 

Invitation  From  Pakistan 

A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Pakistan 
announced  that  its  first  congress  was  being  held  in  Karachi, 
November  5-7,  and  invited  the  Society  to  send  a  delega- 
tion. It  was  agreed  to  send  an  appreciative  reply  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  the  Society  could  be  represented. 

The  Council  agreed  to  send  a  letter  of  congratulation 
to  Mr.  T.  W.  Watts,  M.P.S.,  Haverfordwest,  Pembrokeshire, 
who  had  been  awarded  the  British  Empire  medal. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Education  Committee, 
the  Council  agreed  to  award  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
research  scholarship  for  1954-55  to  Mr.  Peter  Howard 
Elworthy  for  research  in  the  department  of  pharmaceutical 
chemistry,  school  of  pharmacy,  London  University. 

A  report  upon  six  discussion  groups  at  the  lectures 
held  at  Cranfield  in  April  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  16,  p.  56) 
commented  on  teaching  methods,  the  course  of  study  and  ex- 
amination and  research.  The  document  had  been  referred 
to  the  committee  of  chairmen  of  syllabus  advisory  panels. 
The  report  on  the  Intermediate  examinations  held  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  in  July  was  received.  Of  216  first  entries,

seventy-eight  passed,  sixty-four  were  referred,  seventy 
failed,  and  four  were  absent.  Of  twenty-seven  re-entries, 
six  passed,  three  were  referred,  seventeen  failed  and  one 
was  absent.  Forty-nine  candidates  entered  for  a  referred 
subject  only,  and  twenty-seven  passed,  the  remainder  being 
again  referred.  Since  the  previous  meeting  sixty  pharma- 
cies and  ten  hospital  pharmaceutical  departments  had  been 
approved  for  training  named  students.  The  Committee 
approved  two  further  hospitals  for  one  student  each  so 
soon  as  the  number  of  pharmacists  had  been  raised.  Eight 
manufacturing  pharmaceutical  laboratories  were  approved 
for  training  named  students. 

A  resolution  from  the  Harrogate  Branch  expressing  con- 
cern at  the  lack  of  response  by  the  War  Office  to  the 
Society's  suggestions  for  improving  pharmaceutical  practice 
and  the  pharmacists'  status  in  the  Forces  and  calling  for 
more  vigorous  action  by  the  Society  was  considered  by 
the  Public  Services  Committee.  The  Committee  considered 
that  the  implied  criticism  of  the  Council  was  not  justified, 
and  recommended  sending  a  reply  drawing  attention  to  the 
recently  published  summary  of  the  Council's  negotiations 
with  the  Air  Ministry  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  17,  p.  406)  and 
pointing  out  that  evidence  was  being  submitted  to  the 
Waverley  Committee.  The  Council  approved  the  recom- 
mendation and  evidence. 

Joint  Action  Over  Slippery  Elm  Bark 

The  Ethical  Committee  reported  that,  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  steps  had  been 
taken  to  prevent,  so  far  as  possible,  slippery  elm  bark 
from  being  sold  unground. 

The  minutes  of  the  Finance  Committee  recorded  com- 
pletion of  the  purchase  of  a  flat  at  42  York  Place,  Edin- 
burgh, and  recommended  sealing  a  lease  of  the  flat  to 
the  Law  Society  of  Scotland  on  the  same  conditions  as  the 
lease  to  that  Society  of  34  York  Place. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee's  report 
showed  that  grants  amounting  to  £302  had  been  made  to 
seven  widows  and  two  members.  The  Council  approved 
recommendations  for  grants  amounting  to  £820  to  seven 
other  widows  and  a  member.  A  grant  of  £26  had  been 
made  to  a  dependant  of  a  former  member.  A  legacy  of 
£50  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  was  reported  received  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Peter  Grant,  Rock  Ferry,  Ches.  The 
Birdsgrove  House  Warden's  report  stated  that,  in  the  month 
to  July  16,  forty-eight  guests  had  stayed  at  the  convalescent 
home  for  a  total  of  sixty-six  weeks  (against  forty-four  and 
sixty-two  weeks  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1953).  The 
Committee  noted  with  satisfaction  an  increase  in  supple- 
mentary contributions  by  guests.  It  was  reported  that  re- 
construction work  authorised  by  the  Council  was  almost 
completed,  and  that  additional  rooms  would  soon  be  in 
use,  for  which  furniture  would  be  required.  A  list  of  possible 
branch  gifts  would  be  considered  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  curator's  report  mentioned  an  exhibit  entitled  "  The 
Pharmacy  of  Large  Molecules,  Ancient  and  Modern,"  pre- 
sented on  behalf  of  the  Society  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  in  Glasgow,  July  5-9. 

The  Council  confirmed  arrangements  for  its  October 
meeting  to  be  held  in  Colwyn  Bay  at  the  invitation  of 
Mr.  G.  H.  Hughes.  The  Education  Committee  would  hold 
a  special  meeting  on  November  1.  A  report  was  received 
of  the  first  meeting  of  the  joint  committee  formed  to 
enable  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  British 
Veterinary  Association.  Association  of  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Industry,  and  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  exchange 
views  on  matters  of  common  interest.

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Pricing  Points  Gained 

The  agreement  arrived  at  (p.  130)  between  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  Central  Pricing  Committee  and  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committees  proves  that 
moderation  and  well-thought-out  proposals  by  the  con- 
tractors have  been  received  in  good  faith  and  fair- 
mindedness  by  the  Minister.  The  outcome  is  an 
arrangement  that  calls  for  no  sacrifice  by  the  Minister 
of  the  prudent  use  of  public  funds  on  which  he  was 
rightly  insisting,  yet  which  places  no  obstacles — which 
his  own  original  scheme  certainly  would  have  done — 
in  the  way  of  eventual  full  pricing  of  all  N.H.S.  pre- 
scriptions. In  no  sense  has  Mr.  McLeod  conceded  that 
full  pricing  will  at  any  time  in  the  future  be  adopted 
or  accepted  by  his  Department.  Yet  the  new  scheme 
is  one  that  will,  the  contractors'  spokesmen  consider 
and  we  believe,  have  the  result  that  after  twelve  months 
they  will  be  able  to  say  to  the  Minister :  "  The  informa- 
tion gained  proves  that  full  pricing  in  entirely  practic- 
able without  further  cost  to  the  Exchequer— and  see 
what  new  facilities  it  gives  you  for  eliminating  waste- 
ful expenditure  on  drugs." 

Looking  back  at  the  resolution  passed  by  the  con- 
ference of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  July,  it  will 
be  seen  that  virtually  every  principle  there  insisted 
upon  has  prevailed.  The  resolution,  it  will  be  recalled, 
demanded  that  no  step  should  be  taken  that  would 
prevent  orderly  progress  "  towards  a  situation  in  which 
full  pricing  can  be  achieved  " ;  that  contractors  whose 
monthly  total  of  prescriptions  fell  below  a  certain  level 
should  have  their  prescriptions  priced  in  full  ;  that 
selected  E.C.  areas  should  try  out  doctor-order  sort- 
ing to  give  factual  evidence  of  the  rate  of  fully  pricing 
prescriptions  so  sorted  ;  that  otherwise  there  should  be 
no  general  sorting  of  prescriptions  by  chemists  into 
doctor  order ;  that  a  form  of  coding  prescriptions  so 
as  to  identify  the  prescriber  should  be  introduced ;  and 
that  any  contractor's  final  "A"  bundles,  containing  too 
few  prescriptions  to  make  up  another  hundred,  should 
be  priced  in  full." 

All  of  those  points  have  been  secured  except  the  last. 
The  present  system  is  to  be  continued  for  the  majority 
of  contractors  for  three-quarters  or  two-thirds  of  the 
nine-to-twelve  months'  period  covered.  The  "  smaller  " 
contractors  (substantially  those  sending  in  less  than 
500  prescriptions  a  month)  are  to  have  their  prescrip- 
tions priced  in  full.  No  chemist  will  be  called  upon  for 
more  than  four  months  of  the  trial  period  to  sort  his 
prescriptions  into  doctor  order  and  coding  to  identify 
the  prescriber  is  accepted  in  principle. 


Nobody  can  say  precisely  what  information  is  going 
to  come  to  light  from  the  new  scheme,  though  chem- 
ists are  confident  that  it  will  fully  vindicate  their  claim 
that  full  pricing  is  both  morally  right  and  economically 
practicable.  Everybody — Ministry,  pricers  and  con- 
tractors alike — must  acknowledge  that  when  the  trial 
period  ends  he  will  know  far  more  of  the  essential 
facts  on  which  to  base  a  policy  than  he  can  possibly 
know  today.  Those  gains  represent  a  decided  advance 
on  anything  that  obtains  at  present.  The  negotiators, 
and  especially  their  leader  Mr.  Graham,  merit  the  con- 
gratulations and  confidence  of  their  colleagues. 

Random  or  Systematic  Checks? 

Miss  Hornsby-Smith's  reply  in  the  House  of  Commons 
(C.  &  D.,  July  31,  p.  108)  on  the  cost  of  investigating 
excessive  prescribing  throws  an  interesting  light  on  the 
economics  of  pricing.  The  Ministry's  Parliamentary 
Secretary  stated  that  the  work  of  investigation  which 
cost  £15,000  in  twelve  months,  had  resulted  in  a  saving 
of  £300,000  a  year.  Even  the  Treasury  must  regard 
that  as  a  satisfactory  return  on  outlay!  As  we  have 
pointed  out  (C.  &  D.,  June  19,  p.  625),  the  present  scale 
of  the  Department's  action  against  extravagant  pres- 
cribing is  small — standing  at  only  about  one-fourth  or 
one-fifth  of  its  pre-war  level,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  a  return  to  full  pricing  and  full-scale  investiga- 
tion— even  if  it  cost  another  £100,000  a  year  (and  we 
doubt  whether  that  would  be  the  cost) — would  pay  a 
similar  handsome  dividend. 

Another  factor  in  the  high  cost  of  medicines  is  linked 
with  pricing  shortcomings.  That  is  the  issue  of  EClO's 
to  private  patients.  Some  doctors  do  that  as  a  matter 
of  course,  saying  "  You  might  as  well  have  it  on  the 
house."  In  National  Health  Insurance  days  a  systematic 
check  operated  against  the  improper  issue  of  prescrip- 
tions. Every  month  a  random  sample  of  chemists' 
bundles  was  passed  to  Insurance  Committees  for 
examination  against  the  Medical  Registers.  As  the 
scripts  were  sorted  into  doctor  order  the  task  was  a 
reasonably  simple  one.  The  check  rarely  revealed  more 
than  an  accidental  issue  of  official  prescriptions  to  per- 
sons who  were  not  entitled  to  them  and  systematic  mis- 
use of  prescriptions  was  practically  unknown.  The 
check  was  maintained  for  its  deterrent  effect.  No 
systematic  check  operates  today.  Though  occasionally 
a  doctor  is  suspected  and  caught  on  a  special  scrutiny, 
for  practical  purposes  the  check  is  non-existent,  and 
doctors  can  "  get  away,"  to  an  extent  greater  than  is 
generally  realised,  with  such  use  of  EC10  forms. 

Trend  of  Overseas  Trade 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  June,  in  which  there  were 
only  twenty-four  working  days,  amounted  to  £217'7 
millions.  For  the  second  quarter  as  a  whole,  exports 
were  slightly  less  than  in  the  first  quarter,  though  the 
monthly  average  of  £224  millions  in  the  first  six  months 
was  7  per  cent,  more  than  the  rate  in  the  first  half  of 
1953. 

The  recorded  value  of  imports  rose  to  £29 10  mil- 
lions in  June,  while  re-exports  were  valued  at  £8  7 
millions.  The  excess  of  imports  (valued  c.i.f.)  over 
exports  and  re-exports  (valued  f.o.b.),  in  the  first  six 
months  averaged  £46  millions  a  month.  In  the  first  half 
of  1954  the  reduction  in  the  trade  deficit  was  mainly 
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achieved  through  a  higher  value  (and  volume)  of  ex- 
ports than  in  the  corresponding  six  months  of  1953  ; 
in  that  period  the  improvement  over  the  first  half  of 
1952  had  resulted  from  a  reduction  in  the  value  of 
imports. 

Exports  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions during  June  were  valued  at  £2,618,864,  of  which 
proprietary  medicines  accounted  for  £648,906.  The 
value  of  penicillin  shipped  during  the  month  (£232,514) 
brought  the  total  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  to  £173 
millions,  whilst  other  antibiotics  reached  £186  millions 
with  the  June  value  at  £300,251.  Sulphonamides  at 
£194,852  were  the  highest  since  December  1953,  but 
aspirin,  after  reaching  a  high  rate  in  May,  dropped  to 
£53,770,  its  lowest  level  for  the  year.  Quinine  and  other 
antimalarials  were  around  their  average  values  at 
£24,887  and  £47,174  respectively.  Export  values  of 
other  drugs  separately  classified  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
were: —  Ointments  and  liniments,  £71,898;  insulin, 
£47,462;  vitamins,  £146,181;  alkaloids  (excluding 
quinine),  £70,087 ;  antihistamines,  £23,795  and  barbi- 
turates, £46,556.  Australia  was  the  largest  single  pur- 
chaser of  medicinal  products,  taking  goods  to  the  value 
of  £222,863. 

Shipments  of  cosmetics  at  £224,393  were  above  the 
average  for  the  year  so  far  but  toilet  soaps  fell  to 
£164,398  from  an  average  of  £192,726.  Dentifrices 
were  shipped  to  the  value  of  £127,408;  essential  oils, 
£35,663  and  perfumed  spirits,  £54,734.  Detergents  are 
now  providing  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  country's 
exports  and  during  June  their  value  reached  a  peak 
level  of  £412,956. 

Among  the  imports  of  medicinal  and  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  vitamins  were  valued  at 
£144,058  ;  antibiotics  at  £298,618,  proprietary  medicines 
at  £36,015  and  unclassified  medicines  at  £130,896.  Im- 
ports of  menthol  are  gradually  increasing,  the  June 
value  being  £25,558. 

Another  Cold  Douche  for  Cortisone 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  (p.  131) 
imparts  a  further  chilling  jet  to  the  hopes  that  have 
so  long  been  entertained  for  cortisone  and  ACTH  in 
rheumatic  therapy.  A  previous  adverse  report,  arising 
from  work  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  Council  and  the 
Nuffield  Foundation,  was  made  in  the  British  Medical 
Journal  (see  C.&  D.,  June  5,  p.  579). 

The  present  report  lays  stress  on  the  dangerous  side- 
effects  that  treatment  with  ACTH  and  cortisone  may 
produce,  and  warns  that  therapy  with  those  compounds 
should  never  be  undertaken  lightly  and  always,  if 
adopted,  under  constant  medical  supervision. 

In  the  production  of  cortisone,  which  has  lagged  far 
behind  demand,  hopes  have  equally  been  raised  only 
to  be  dashed,  and  unfortunately  short  supplies  have 
tended  to  hinder  clinical  research  in  Britain.  The 
Council  has  had  to  make  melancholy  reference  to  "  few 
adequately  controlled  clinical  trials."  On  the  joint 
committee's  work  (of  which  the  research  described  in 
the  British  Medical  Journal  is  a  part),  the  Council  ad- 
mits that  it  is  as  yet  too  early  to  pronounce  a  verdict. 
The  precise  part  that  cortisone  and  other  hormones 
will  ultimately  play  in  the  treatment  of  rheumatoid 
arthritis  cannot  yet  be  determined,  but  such  work  as  the 
joint  committee  is  doing  should  in  time  make  possible 
an  accurate  assessment. 


Some  comfort,  perhaps,  for  responsible  people,  can 
be  extracted  from  the  knowledge  that  the  wide  publi- 
city the  council's  criticisms  have  received  in  the  lay 
Press  may  help  to  nourish  a  healthier  scepticism  about 
any  future  "  panaceas  "  that  may  and  no  doubt  will 
appear  upon  the  scene. 

Delivering  Goods  at  Shops 

A  case  of  some  interest  to  operators  of  goods  vehicles 
under  "  C  "  licence  came  up  at  Burslem  magistrates' 
court  recently.  The  Bench  dismissed  a  summons  alleg- 
ing that  unnecessary  obstruction  had  been  caused  by 
the  driver  of  a  trader's  delivery  van  in  one  of  the 
main  shopping  centres  of  the  town.  The  magistrates, 
after  hearing  that  the  driver,  in  order  to  deliver  heavy 
pieces  of  furniture,  had  parked  on  the  "  wrong  "  side 
of  a  street  where  there  was  unilateral  parking, 
announced  that  they  felt  in  all  the  circumstances  the  ob- 
struction— which  was  not  denied — was  necessary.  The 
case  had  been  vigorously  defended  "  on  a  question  of 
principle  "  by  the  West  Midland  division  of  the  Traders' 
Road  Transport  Association.  An  essential  part  of  the 
job  of  any  trader  is  to  deliver  or  receive  goods,  and 
traffic  regulations  seem  more  and  more  to  deny  access 
to  shops  and  other  business  premises.  In  consequence, 
goods  vehicle  drivers  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to 
carry  out  their  work.  Something  has  thus  been  gained 
in  the  recognition  by  the  Burslem  magistrates  that 
though  an  obstruction  was  caused  it  was  a  necessary 
one.

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"CONTAINER  RECOVERY " 

What  comes  over  the  chemist's  counter  when  "Mum  says,  do  you  want  these?''

SURELY  a  marked  lack  of  imagination,  particularly  in 
the  "  Returned  Containers  "  section,  has  characterised 
the  questionnaire  on  containers  which  some  pharma- 
cists were  asked  to  complete  to  assist  the  N.H.S.  authorities. 
The  questionnaire  refers  principally  to  medicine  bottles  in 
a  usable  condition,  which  everyone  knows  are  rarely  re- 
turned to  pharmacists,  and  completely  ignores  the  hetero- 
geneous array  deposited  on  our  counters  (and  later  in  our 
waste  bins)  at  intervals  throughout  the  day. 

An  Obsession 

The  Ministry  of  Health  seems  obsessed  with  the  idea 
that  people  neglect  to  return  bottles,  and,  holding  that  view, 
is  forever  urging  them  to  do  so.  On  the  contrary,  our 
experience  is  that  customers  love  returning  empties — but 
to  the  wrong  shopkeeper!  With  great  pride  they  hand  over 
their  back-of-the-larder  finds  to  the  chemist.  It  seems  a 
reasonably  safe  assumption  that  many  a  grocer's  shop  is 
stacked  to  the  roof  with  12-oz.  tabsps.,  and  many  an  off- 
licence  manager  knee-deep  in  4-oz.  ribbed  ovals.  In  the 
hope  that  the  grocer  and  off-licence  manager  will  furnish 
the  Minister  with  the  necessary  particulars  about  medicine 
bottles,  our  statistical  department — i.e.,  myself  and  errand- 
boy  (part-time) — have  started  work  on  a  compilation  that 
should  provide  him  with  equally  illuminating  statistics 
about  other  types  of  containers,  besides  throwing  a  side- 
light on  some  curious  social  habits.  Our  work  as  we  see  it 
may  well  raise  a  question  in  Parliament,  such  as :  "  Is  the 
Minister  aware  that  the  average  family  consumes  at  least 
fourteen  bottles  of  sauce  a  week  from  square-shaped 
bottles  with  immovable  tops?  "  Such  a  bombshell  would 
surely  cause  an  all-night  sitting  (thereby,  incidentally,  mate- 
rially assisting  members  in  making  out  their  expense  ac- 
counts). Every  retail  pharmacist  has  long  been  aware  of 
that  singular  (or  more  strictly  plural)  gastronomic  pheno- 
menon through  the  number  of  empty  sauce  bottles  that  are 
brought  in  to  him.  He  cannot  but  feel  that  the  matter  is 
one  that  should  be  dealt  with  through  other  channels  than 
the  route  already  mentioned.  Who  better  than  the  Govern- 
ment to  explore  new  avenues?  Gerald  (that's  our  boy)  and 
I  are  tabulating  our  findings  in  a  new  records  book  to 
which  we  have  given  the  original  title  of  "  B.P.C."  (short 
for  Bottles  Passed  over  Counter),  and  which  is  kept  up  to 
date  so  assiduously  that  we  are  somewhat  hurt  that  an 
inspector  has  not  been  appointed  to  examine  it  periodically 
and  unexpectedly.  That  deficiency  will  no  doubt  be  reme- 
died. In  order  to  make  room  for  the  book  on  the  shelf 
we  have  displaced  such  unused  tomes  as  the  B.P.  (which 
we  never  really  understood  anyway),  the  current  proprie- 
taries price  list  (invariably  out-of-date  by  the  time  it  is 
published)  and  the  current  N.F.  In  passing  we  should  ex- 
plain to  our  brothers  in  hospital  pharmacies  what  must  seem 
to  them  the  odd  fact  that  we  retailers  can  work  without 
the  last-named.  In  retail  pharmacy  it  is  universally  recog- 
nised that  all  G.P.s  draw  their  prescriptions  from  old  N.F.s 
and  will  on  no  account  use  the  present  edition  until  it  has 
been  officially  superseded. 

Next  to  the  sauce  bottle  in  order  of  popularity  is,  of 
course,  the  jar — from  the  larger  sizes,  indexed  by  us  under 
"  Pro  confectione  "  to  the  small  ones,  "  Pro  pasta  piscis." 
The  wines  and  spirits  section  of  our  "  B.P.C."  gives  a 
variety  of  shapes  and  sizes  to  gladden  the  collector's  heart. 
Alcoholic  beverage  empties,  however,  are  disappointing  to 
deal  with  as,  although  they  exude  a  tantalising  aroma  and 
their  corks  leave  the  necks  with  a  satisfying  "  plop,"  they 
are  always  conspicuously  empty. 


There  is  one  section  of  our  book  devoted  to  medicine 
bottles:     it    concerns    those    marked    in    bold  letters 

"  B  S  "  (see  footnote).  These  are  always  brought 

in  by  the  same  customers,  who  always  make  a  point  of 
telling  us  they  never  go  to  Bootsisis. 

We  make  so  bold  as  to  suggest  that  the  Society's  museum 
might  be  interested  in  some  of  our  rarer  pieces,  but  we 
would  spare  them  the  large  number  of  unusables  which 
seem  to  have  absorbed  mist,  kaolin,  into  the  very  soul  of 
the  glass,  and  those  containing  broken  pieces  of  cork  which 
defy  every  device,  from  concentrated  sulphuric  to  dangling 
bits  of  string,  to  remove  them. 

Some  sporty  customers  are  entering  into  the  spirit  of  the 
thing  and  putting  themselves  out  to  bring  us  odd-shaped 
trophies.  The  cracked  bottle  is  treated  by  all  with  such 
loving  care  that  it  does  not  actually  disintegrate  until  it 
reaches  our  dispensary.  One  of  our  collectors  has  been 
affectionately  christened  "  c.v."  by  the  staff  as  he  never 
enters  the  shop  without  bringing  an  empty  of  some  sort. 

Twice  a  day,  Gerald  painstakingly  enters  the  lunch-time 
and  tea-time  scores  strictly  secundum  artem,  e.g.,  "  phiala 
pro  cremore  capill.  (Brylcrimi) "  or  "  phiala  pro  aqua 
lavand.  (Yardli),"  with  suitable  cross-references  and  with 
a  cautious  e.  &  o.e.  at  the  foot  of  each  page  in  case  the 
counter  assistant  has  inadvertently  discarded  an  empty 
furniture  polish  bottle,  or  inkpot,  before  its  registration. 

Before  we  had  our  "  B.P.C",  Gerald  washed  out  such 
bottles  as  were  usable,  whilst  I,  as  the  alleged  proprietor, 
passed  occasional  compliments  to  him  on  his  industry. 
Now,  unfortunately,  he  is  much  too  busy  recording  his 
findings  for  pharmaceutical  posterity,  so  if  you  will  kindly 
pass  me  that  wire  brush.  .  .  .

PHARMACY  WITHOUT  GRAVITY 

A  note  on  space-ship  dispensing 
By  Marsworthy 

IN  a  recent  spate  of  wireless  and  television  programmes 
and  books  on  the  subject  of  space  travel,  I  am  chag- 
rined to  note  no  mention  of  the  pharmacist.  The  defici- 
ency is  all  the  more  surprising  since  one  would  have 
thought  the  health  of  the  space  travellers  a  matter  of 
prime  concern  to  the  space  transport  authorities  seeking  to 
popularise  new  routes.  Perhaps  I  may  be  permitted,  as  a 
pharmacist  who  has  done  much  research  in  this  field,  to  deal 
with  some  of  the  characteristic  differences  in  dispensing 
from  normal  practice  in  an  earth-bound  pharmacy. 

The  well-equipped  space-ship's  dispensary  possesses  all 
the  facilities  of  the  normal  dispensary,  except  one.  Gravity 
is  entirely  lacking.  The  problem  of  measuring  liquids  is 
easily  overcome  by  the  use  of  syringes.  Care  must,  of 
course,  be  taken  to  avoid  spilling  any  of  the  liquids  as  they 
just  hang  about  in  the  middle  of  the  dispensary  until 
removed  with  a  vacuum  cleaner.  Weighing,  of  course,  is 
wholly  out  of  the  question.  For  that  reason  the  space-ship's 
dispensary  has  been  suggested  as  the  best  place  in  which  to 
settle  the  gram  v.  drachm  dispute.  After  giving  an  exponent 
of  each  system  a  box  of  his  favourite  standards,  let  them 
argue  the  matter  out.  In  space,  we  have  to  do  without 
either  metric  or  imperial  systems,  and  go  over  to  the 
"  magnetic "  system  of  weighing.  The  magnetic  balance 
consists  of  an  electromagnet  suspended  above  a  scale  pan, 
the  time  taken  for  the  pan  to  reach  the  magnet,  when  the 
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latter  is  switched  on,  being  proportional  to  the  weight  of 
the  pan.  The  apparatus  works  well  except  at  the  speed  of 
light,  when  mass  becomes  infinite  and  time  goes  to  zero. 
I  leave  it  to  another  investigator  to  solve  that  problem. 

The  many  disadvantages  of  dispensing  in  a  space-ship 
are  offset  by  a  few  advantages.  No  suspending  agents  need 
be  used  in  mixtures  normally  requiring  them,  so  long  as 
they  are  clearly  labelled:  "Only  To  Be  Taken  In  Space." 
There  are  considerable  differences  in  the  filling  of  gelatin 
capsules  with  oils  in  space,  compared  with  the  procedure 
on  Earth.  The  liquid  to  be  dispensed  is  struck  a  sharp  blow 
(sec.  art.),  whereupon  it  breaks  up  into  the  correct  number 
of  pieces.  The  gelatin  capsule  is  then  pulled  carefully  round 
the  globule  of  oil  as  it  hangs  in  the  middle  of  the  dispen- 
sary. The  absence  of  gravity  provides  also  an  easy  way  of 
making  pills.  The  mass  is  made  liquid  and  struck  as  for 
capsules.  A  hot-air  oven  is  then  closed  round  the  globules 
and  they  are  allowed  to  dry  out  slowly.  Care  must  be 
taken  to  avoid  any  rotation  of  the  globules,  as  that  is  in- 
clined to  produce  microscopical  tidal  waves  resulting  in 
ridged  pills.

PRESENT  TRAINING  SHORTCOMINGS 
Sir, — Having  returned  to  retail  pharmacy  after  a  period 
of  illness  I  found  in  your  leading  article  (July  24,  p.  85) 
a  clear  explanation  of  the  many  changes  which  I  met  on 
returning  to  my  work.  The  great  number  of  qualified 
assistants  of  days  gone  by  has  disappeared,  because  the 
increase  in  the  scope  of  the  qualifying  examination,  which 
you  mention,  has  discouraged  many  young  people  from 
entering  pharmacy  in  the  increasing  numbers  required  for 
the  vastly  greater  dispensing.  For  the  long  years  now  re- 
quired they  can  study  other  professions  that  offer  materially 
better  opportunities  without  the  burden  of  shop-keeping. 
Higher  studies  could  have  been  encouraged  by  suitable 
propaganda  and  scholarships.  Instead,  a  useful  qualifica- 
tion, the  old  Chemist  and  Druggist,  was  destroyed,  and 
pharmacy  owners,  at  their  wits  end,  have  staffed  their  shops 
with  unqualified,  not  all  well  trained  or  tolerating  super- 
vision. It  is  ironical  that,  while  the  standard  of  pharmacy 
in  Britain  has  certainly  deteriorated,  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  seeks  to  hobnob  with  French  col- 
leagues who  are  not  short-staffed  and  manage  to  receive  a 
better  education.

METHYLPENTYNOL 

Sir, — As  pharmacists  we  suspected,  despite  manufacturers' 
puffs,  that  there  were  dangers  in  the  indiscriminate  use  of 
methylpentynol  but  as  members  of  the  public  we  have 
been  astonished  to  be  told  so.  Had  we  not  been  made 
aware,  with  all  the  authority  of  the  popular  Press,  that  this 
"  wonder  drug,"  nay,  "  magic  drug  "  was  perfectly  safe, 
had  no  after  effects,  and  might  be  bought  freely  over  the 
counter  without  a  prescription?  Now — confusion  worse 
confounded — the  Council  of  the  Society  exhorts  us,  when 
faced  with  the  logical  request  to  purchase  the  drug  to 
say,  "  No,  no,  no,  only  if  you  have  a  prescription."  Thus 
we  shall  see  Tom  supplying  methylpentynol  only  on  pre- 
scription, Dick  selling  it  ad  lib.,  and  Harry,  on  different 
occasions,  doing  both.  We  believe  it  is  over  a  year  since 
this  drug  was  introduced  to  the  medical  profession.  There- 


fore the  danger  must  have  been  known  for  months.  Would 
it  be  impertinent  to  ask  whether  the  Council  has  requested 
the  Ministry  to  add  methylpentynol  to  the  Fourth  Schedule? 
If  they  have  not,  this  exhortation  is  an  example  par  excel- 
lence of  "  passing  the  buck."  The  Council  should  exhort 
the  authorities  not  the  retail  pharmacist  to : 

(a)  Add  methylpentynol  to  the  Fourth  Schedule  forthwith; 

(b)  publish  throughout  the  whole  British  Press  a  refuta- 
tion and  warning; 

(c)  press  for  legislation  to  enable  journalists  and  news- 
papers who  wilfully  mislead  the  public  in  this  way  to  be 
prosecuted  with  the  utmost  severity. 

Quite  apart  from  the  physical  effects  of  methylpentynol, 
which  may  (or  may  not),  be  negligible,  there  are  the 
psychological  and  moral  aspects  when  the  drug  is  taken 
without  medical  supervision.  Do  we,  and  the  Council  of  the 
Society,  have  to  stand  idly  by  while  journalists  and  editors 
worshipping  the  great  gods  "  scoop."  "  sensation,"  and 
"  circulation  figure,"  rot  away  the  nation's  moral  fibre?

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

14.    SODIUM  FLUORIDE 

SODIUM  fluoride  is  rarely  found  in  the  laboratory  but 
enjoys  a  number  of  specialised  industrial  uses.  While 
the  salt  can  be  obtained  by  neutralising  hydrofluoric  acid 
with  sodium  carbonate  and  evaporating  to  crystallisation, 
it  is  also  prepared  on  the  large  scale  by  subjecting  a  mix- 
ture of  fluor-spar  and  sodium  bisulphate  to  a  red  heat,  and 
the  resulting  acid  is  treated  with  the  sodium  sulphate  ob- 
tained by  extracting  the  melt.  It  is  used  as  a  prophylactic 
against  dental  caries,  but  its  medicinal  uses  are  limited 
because  of  its  toxic  properties.  Its  main  use  is  in  the  etch- 
ing of  glass  and  enamelled  ware,  and  it  is  also  employed  in 
a  somewhat  similar  capacity  by  window  cleaners.  The  bi- 
fluoride  NaHF2  is  a  more  powerful  etcher,  and  also  con- 
sidered more  satisfactory  for  preserving  specimens  of 
organic  nature.  When  sodium  fluoride  is  used  as  an  insec- 
ticide or  rat  poison  it  is  sometimes  coloured  nile-green  as 
a  precaution.  Sodium  fluoride  is  used  to  control  cock- 
roaches, ants  and  poultry  lice,  as  an  insect  preservative  for 
wood,  and  also  to  render  wood  fire-resistant.  As  a  "  sour  " 
in  laundering,  and  for  soil  treatment,  the  ammonium  salt 
is  more  effective  than  sodium  fluoride.  In  glass  manufac- 
ture the  latter,  salt  is  used  to  produce  low-loss  electrical 
insulators,  and  it  is  also  employed  in  the  charges  used  for 
making  vitreous  enamels. 

Sodium  fluoride  is  made  use  of  for  decolorising  glass, 
and  in  conjunction  with  aluminium  fluoride  is  used  to  pro- 
duce anti-reflection  coatings  for  optical  components.  In 
order  to  prevent  undesirable  fermentation  in  spirit  distilla- 
tion, sodium  fluoride  appears  lately  to  have  been  replaced 
by  the  potassium  salt.  While  sodium  fluoride  has  recently 
been  introduced  as  a  flux  in  magnesium  foundry  activities, 
this  follows  what  had  previously  been  done  with  aluminium 
and  other  alloys.  Although  fluor-spar  and  cryolite  are  used 
for  fluxes  for  various  smelting  operations,  they  cannot  be 
considered  where  some  of  the  rarer  metals  of  low  melting 
point  have  to  be  dealt  with,  and  it  is  here  that  sodium 
fluoride  is  substituted.  Today  it  is  sold  mainly  in  two 
grades  of  90  and  95  per  cent,  purity,  where  the  impurities 
chiefly  comprise  soda  ash  and  small  quantities  of  arsenic. 
Commercial  varieties  are  liable  to  contain  also  sodium  sul- 
phate, chloride  and  silicate,  silica,  and  small  quantities  of 
lime,  alumina,  ferric  oxide,  magnesium  carbonate  and 
potassium  sulphate.  The  salt  is  best  stored  in  india-rubber 
bottles,  and  analyses  are  complicated  by  the  fact  that  pla- 
tinum capsules  and  funnels  require  to  be  used  to  ensure 
freedom  from  contamination. 
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What  the  chemist  should  know  about  some  common 

ANIMAL  DISEASES 

1:  COCCIDIOSIS 


AFFECTING  all  species  except  the  horse,  coccidiosis 
is  one  of  the  most  important  diseases  of  livestock. 
It  is  a  major  hazard  in  poultry  breeding,  and  the 
cause  of  heavy  losses  amongst  calves,  lambs,  and  domestic 
rabbits.  The  mortality  rate  is  high  and  surviving  stock  are 
frequently  in  poor  condition,  with  stunted  growth  and  an 
increased  susceptibility  to  other  diseases — all  factors  that 
represent  considerable  economic  loss  to  the  farmer.  As 
recently  as  1949,  the  total  losses  from  coccidiosis  in  the 
United  States  were  estimated  to  cost  as  much  as  $21  million 
annually.  Fortunately  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  today 
becoming  steadily  better  known  amongst  the  farming  com- 
munity. The  stages  of  the  complex  life  cycle  of  the  parasite 
have  been  elucidated;  and  a  large  measure  of  control  can 
be  achieved  by  hygienic  husbandry  coupled  with  the  use 
of  modern  drugs  having  a  specific  anticoccidial  action. 

Causal  Parasite 

The  term  coccidiosis  is  applied  to  a  group  of  diseases 
caused  by  protozoan  parasites  called  coccidia.  These  para- 
sites attack  and  break  down  the  cells  lining  the  inner  wall 
of  the  intestinal  tract,  giving  rise  to  inflammation,  profuse 
diarrhoea  and  haemorrhage,  accompanied  by  a  rapid  deteri- 
oration of  condition. 

Oocysts  resulting  from  the  union  of  the  male  and  female 
forms  of  the  parasite  are  excreted  in  the  faeces  of  the 
animal.  On  the  ground,  they  undergo  sporulation  in  from 
two  to  six  days,  depending  on  temperature  and  moisture; 
they  are  then  infective,  and  when  taken  up  with  food  or 
drinking  water  spread  the  disease  to  other  animals. 

On  ingestion,  the  oocyst  is  acted  upon  by  the  digestive 
juices,  releasing  sporozoites,  which  penetrate  the  wall  of 
the  gut.  There  they  grow  at  the  expense  of  the  epithelial 
cells  and  develop  into  schizonts,  from  which  numerous 
merozoites  are  formed.  The  merozoites  escape  from  the 
epithelial  cells  into  the  gut  to  attack  other  cells,  within 
which  the  process  of  asexual  reproduction  is  repeated,  and 
a  second  generation  of  schizonts  formed.  It  is  estimated 
that  one  oocyst  may  give  rise  to  as  many  as  two  million  new 
merozoites,  each  capable  of  attacking  an  intestinal  wall 
cell.  In  the  next  stage  of  the  life  cycle  the  parasites  develop 
into  sexual  forms:  the  male  or  microgamete  unites  with 
the  mature  female  or  macrogamete  to  form  a  zygote.  That 
body  secretes  a  protective  membrane  around  itself  to  be- 
come the  oocyst,  which  is  eventually  discharged  into  the 
intestinal  canal,  leaving  the  host  via  the  faeces. 

BOVINE  COCCIDIOSIS 
Blood  Murrain 

Bovine  coccidiosis,  which  is  caused  mainly  by  Eimeria 
zurnii,  usually  affects  cattle  up  to  two  years  of  age.  A 
frequent  cause  of  serious  outbreaks  is  close  herding  of 
the  animals. 

The  disease  commences  suddenly  with  diarrhoea  and  much 
straining  by  the  animal,  accompanied  by  the  passage  of 
masses  of  mucus  and  blood.  Microscopic  examination 
would  reveal  the  presence  of  large  numbers  of  oocysts  in 
the  faeces.  When  haemorrhage  and  diarrhoea  are  profuse, 
weakness  and  emaciation  progress  rapidly,  often  to  a  fatal 
termination. 

Treatment 

The  affected  animals  should  be  housed  in  clean  premises 
and  dry  feeds  supplied.  Frequent  drenches  of  oatmeal 
gruel  or  linseed  tea  are  highly  beneficial.  Drugs  used  with 
good  effect  in  bovine  coccidiosis  include :  — 


Mepacrine  hydrochloride:  Dose:  001  gm.  per  kilo  of 
body  weight  daily.  The  dose  is  best  given  in  two  parts, 
one  half  as  a  drench  in  10-20  oz.  of  water  morning  and 
evening  for  two  to  four  days. 

Sulphadimidine :  Dose:  O'l  gm.  per  kilo  of  body  weight 
(5  gm.  per  cwt.)  followed  by  half  that  dose  daily  for  three 
or  four  days. 

Dapsone:  Dose:  0-l  gm.  per  kilo  of  body  weight  given 
daily  as  a  drench  in  half  a  pint  of  water  until  the  symptoms 
are  controlled. 

COCCIDIOSIS  IN  SHEEP  AND  GOATS 
Several  species  of  Eimeria  occur  in  sheep  and  goats,  the 
predominant  one  being  Eimeria  arloingi.  The  clinical 
manifestations  are  seen  in  lambs  and  kids,  rarely  in  adult 
animals,  though  the  mature  animal  may  harbour  coccidia 
and  so  facilitate  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Diarrhoea,  with 
progressive  emaciation,  is  the  most  pronounced  feature,  but 
no  blood  is  passed  in  the  faeces.  On  post-mortem  exami- 
nation of  a  diseased  animal,  masses  of  white  spots  are 
found  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  small  intestine. 
Treatment  is  carried  out  in  the  same  way  as  for  bovine 
coccidiosis. 

COCCIDIOSIS  IN  THE  RABBIT 
Coccidiosis  is  a  common  disease  amongst  rabbits.  It  is 
caused  by  at  least  two  species  of  Eimeria:  E.  sliedae  which 
invades  the  liver  and  causes  hepatitis,  and  E.  perforans, 
which  gives  rise  to  the  intestinal  form  of  the  disease.  The 
two  varieties  are  quite  distinct  from  the  forms  that  occur 
in  poultry  and  other  animals;  in  fact,  rabbits  do  not  pass 
on  the  infection  to  poultry.  Conversely,  coccidia  found  in 
poultry  do  not  affect  rabbits.  Intestinal  coccidiosis  can 
cause  heavy  losses  in  rabbits  under  four  months  old.  Pre- 
dominant symptoms  are  diarrhoea  of  increasing  severity, 
and  loss  of  flesh;  death  frequently  follows  in  about  seven 
days.  On  the  other  hand  the  hepatic  form  takes  a  longer 
course,  lasting  three  or  four  weeks,  the  animal  becoming 
"  pot-bellied  "  as  a  result  of  liver  enlargement.  Post-mortem 
examination  reveals  the  presence  of  white  cheesy  nodules 
throughout  the  liver. 

Control  Measures 

When  an  outbreak  occurs  the  infected  hutches  should  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  scraped  out,  and  finally  scrubbed 
with  a  generous  application  of  10  per  cent,  ammonia  solu- 
tion, which  can  be  relied  upon  to  destroy  the  oocysts 
responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  disease.  That  procedure, 
carried  out  at  regular  intervals,  offers  a  valuable  method  of 
prophylaxis  against  coccidiosis. 

Treatment 

Sulphadimidine  sodium  added  to  the  drinking  water  at 
a  strength  of  0-2  per  cent,  for  a  few  days  provides  effec- 
tive treatment.  Alternatively,  the  drug  may  be  incorporated 
in  the  mash  at  the  dosage  rate  of  0-05  gm.  per  lb.  of  body 
weight. 

COCCIDIOSIS  IN  POULTRY 
The  most  serious  effects  of  coccidiosis  occur  amongst 
poultry :  the  disease  is  a  major  factor  in  chick  rearing,  and 
second  only  to  bacillary  white  diarrhoea  in  magnitude  of  the 
losses  caused.  In  severe  outbreaks  it  is  no  uncommon 
occurrence  for  hundreds  of  birds  in  a  flock  to  succumb  to 
the  powerful  and  rapid  onslaught  of  the  disease. 

At  least  seven  species  of  Eimeria  have  been  found  to 
occur  in  domestic  fowls.  The  most  important  of  these  are 
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E.  tenella  and  E.  necatrix,  which  are  highly  pathogenic 
and  destructive  parasites.  There  are  two  distinct  forms  of 
the  disease  in  poultry :  caecal  coccidiosis,  which  is  acute 
and  mainly  affects  young  chicks;  and  intestinal  coccidiosis, 
which  is  a  chronic  form  of  the  disease  found  in  older 
birds. 

CAECAL  COCCIDIOSIS 

Chicks  of  three  to  eight  weeks  old  are  highly  susceptible. 
Eimeria  tenella  mainly  attacks  the  walls  of  the  caeca  or 
blind  guts,  causing  distension  and  engorgement.  In  acute 
outbreaks  heavy  losses  are  incurred  in  the  absence  of  early 
treatment. 

Symptoms 

An  abrupt  drop  in  feed  consumption  generally  occurs 
some  time  before  the  appearance  of  noticeable  symptoms. 
Blood-stained  droppings  are  characteristic,  and  the  affected 
chicks  appear  dull  and  listless,  with  ruffled  feathers, 
huddling  near  any  source  of  heat.  Death  occurs  rapidly, 
and  post-mortem  examination  invariably  reveals  the  caeca 
inflamed  and  swollen  with  a  cheese-like  material  mixed 
with  blood. 

INTESTINAL  COCCIDIOSIS 

The  intestinal  form  of  coccidiosis  is  most  frequently  seen 
in  growing  birds  of  three  to  four  months  of  age,  but  out- 
breaks are  also  found  in  older  birds.  The  cause  of  the 
disease  is  Eimeria  necatrix,  which  usually  affects  the  first 
part  of  the  small  intestine. 

Symptoms 

Affected  birds  fail  to  thrive,  and  are  usually  thin  and 
emaciated,  wasting  being  particularly  noticeable  over  the 
breast  muscles.  There  is  often  a  persistent  watery  diarrhoea, 
which  may  show  flecks  of  blood.  The  birds  also  tend  to 
sink  on  their  hocks  and  appear  lame;  feathers  are  ruffled 
and  there  is  a  general  attitude  of  dejection.  Death  may 
occur  after  many  weeks  of  illness.  Laboratory  examina- 
tion shows  the  lining  of  the  intestinal  tract  to  be  thickened 
and  inflamed  and  with  small  pin-point  haemorrhages  or 
white  areas  of  necrosis  on  the  wall. 

Hygienic  Measures 

The  importance  of  cleanliness  in  the  protection  of  the 
flock  against  coccidiosis  cannot  be  too  greatly  emphasised. 
If  young  chicks  can  be  prevented  from  picking  up  large 
numbers  of  oocysts,  the  spread  of  the  disease  can  be 
arrested.  Much  may  be  achieved  by  cleaning  out  pens  every 
second  day,  using  dry,  easily  swept-up  litter,  or  moving 
outdoor  brooders  three  times  a  week.  Sporulation  of  the 
oocysts  proceeds  most  rapidly  in  a  warm,  humid  atmo- 
sphere, so  that  attention  should  be  given  to  floor  ventila- 
tion, dryness  of  litter  and  avoidance  of  damp  areas.  Over- 
crowding should  be  prevented,  for  it  results  in  building  up 
a  high  concentration  of  infection,  and  a  great  number  of 
hosts  in  which  the  parasites  can  multiply.  The  mixing  of 
chickens  of  different  ages  is  also  inadvisable,  since  older 
birds,  themselves  resistant  to  the  disease,  may  act  as 
carriers. 

Brooders  must  always  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected before  a  new  batch  of  chicks  is  introduced.  The 
coccidial  oocyst  is  highly  resistant  to  most  disinfectants, 
and  the  only  reliable  method  of  destruction  is  by  the  liberal 
application  of  10  per  cent,  ammonia  solution  after  a 
thorough  scrubbing  of  the  brooder  or  pen  with  a  hot  solu- 
tion of  4  per  cent,  sodium  carbonate. 

Therapeutic  Measures 

Sulphadimidine  :  The  most  widely  used  anti-coccidial 
agent  in  poultry,  sulphadimidine,  is  given  as  the  sodium 
salt.  It  is  administered  in  the  drinking  water  at  a  strength 
of  0  2  per  cent,  as  soon  as  blood  is  noticed  in  the  droppings, 
and  treatment  is  continued  for  four  or  five  days,  all  other 


drinking  water  being  excluded,  and  succulent  greenstuffs 
withheld  to  ensure  that  the  birds  take  the  medicated  water. 
The  drug  is  highly  effective  in  controlling  outbreaks  of  the 
disease.  It  has  no  adverse  effects,  and  the  chicks  that 
survive  an  epidemic  as  the  result  of  treatment  show  a 
strong  immunity  to  further  infection. 

Continuous  medication  in  the  manner  described  has  been 
used  for  many  years  with  a  high  degree  of  success,  but 
recent  work  at  the  veterinary  laboratory  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  has  drawn  attention  to  the  value  of  an  inter- 
mittent method  of  treatment.  With  this  new  method  the 
drug  is  administered  for  three  days,  followed  by  an  interval 
of  two  days  without  treatment,  and  a  further  three  days  of 
treatment.  It  has  been  shown  that  sulphadimidine  has  its 
greatest  action  against  those  coccidia  which  have  reached 
the  second  stage  of  asexual  development,  i.e.  the  second- 
generation  schizonts.  With  the  intermittent  method  of 
treatment,  the  earlier  stages  of  the  parasite,  which  are  not 
affected  by  the  first  three  days  of  treatment,  have  an 
opportunity  to  develop  into  the  second-generation 
schizonts,  which  then  succumb  to  the  second  treatment.  On 
the  basis  of  this  principle  the  new  intermittent  3-2-3 
schedule  is  likely  to  destroy  a  greater  number  of  parasites, 
and  finally  provide  an  even  higher  degree  of  control  than 
the  established  method  of  continuous  medication. 

Sulphaquinoxaline  :  Sulphaquinoxaline  (2-sulphanilami- 
doquinoxaline)  is  effective  in  both  treatment  and  prophy- 
laxis. In  contrast  with  sulphadimidine,  however,  it 
demands  carefully  controlled  administration,  since  doses 
not  much  in  excess  of  those  required  for  optimum  thera- 
peutic effects  may  be  toxic.  For  treatment,  the  sodium  salt 
is  added  to  the  drinking  water  at  a  strength  of  0-04  per 
cent,  for  four  or  five  days.  For  prophylaxis,  sulphaquin- 
oxaline is  added  to  the  feed  at  a  concentration  of  0-0125 
per  cent,  for  the  first  eight  weeks  of  life. 

Nitrofurazone  :  Chemically  nitrofurazone,  which  is  not 
a  member  of  the  sulphonamide  family,  is  5-nitrofuran-2- 
aldehyde  semicarbazone,  a  yellow,  odourless  and  practic- 
ally tasteless  powder  that  darkens  on  prolonged  exposure  to 
light.  First  recommended  for  coccidiosis  in  America  dur- 
ing 1949,  nitrofurazone  was  tested  by  the  Animal  Health 
Trust  in  1952  and  shown  to  be  an  effective  and  safe  anti- 
coccidial drug  for  both  prophylaxis  and  treatment.  It  is 
usually  administered  in  the  mash  and  for  that  purpose 
convenient  premixes  of  the  drug  have  been  made  commer- 
cially available. 

Treatment 

To  control  an  outbreak,  nitrofurazone  is  given  in  the 
mash  at  a  strength  of  0  02  per  cent,  for  seven  to  ten  days. 

Prophylaxis 

For  prophylaxis,  nitrofurazone  in  a  strength  of 
0-005  per  cent,  in  the  mash  is  fed  continuously  during  the 
first  eight  weeks  of  life.  For  short  periods,  as  when  chicks 
are  moved  to  fresh  quarters  (which  might  be  infective),  a 
mash  containing  0  01  per  cent,  of  the  drug  is  used  for  ten 
days.

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TOPICAL    NOTES    FOR  THE 

AGRICULTURAL  CHEMIST 

By  Stockman 


AUGUST,  not  being  a  busy  time  for  the  agricultural 
chemist,  may  provide  a  good  opportunity  for  develop- 
ing the  dairy  side  of  the  business.  That  is  an  all-the- 
year-round  trade  with  some  increase  in  the  summer  (if  it 
comes).  It  can  all  too  easily  be  neglected  through  concen- 
trating on  the  more  seasonal  weedicides,  sheep  dips  and 
the  like. 

Dairy  Detergents 

The  dairy  farmer  who  does  not  steam-sterilise  must  use 
one  or  other  of  the  fifteen  Ministry-approved  "  oxidising 
or  preserving  agents."  Most  dealers  stock  no  more  than 
two  varieties  for,  being  solutions  of  sodium  hypochlorite, 
their  storage  life  is  limited.  The  use  of  detergents,  however, 
is  optional,  and  there  are  no  official  standards  laid  down 
for  them.  They  are  none  the  less  widely  used,  and  perform 
a  vital  function,  for  bacterial  sterility  is  hardly  possible  in 
the  presence  of  milk  residues  and  dirt.  The  use  of  three 
simple  detergents  in  particular  often  calls  for  the  advice  of 
pharmacists. 

Caustic  Soda  is  the  most  actively  alkaline  of  the  com- 
monly used  detergents  and  is  effective  for  removing  milk 
proteins,  with  which  it  forms  the  soluble  sodium  salts.  It 
is,  too,  the  most  highly  bactericidal  of  this  class  of  deter- 
gents, but  is  not  used  for  that  purpose,  being  not  so  efficient 
as  other  less  corrosive  materials.  Although  a  poor  emulsi- 
fier,  sodium  hydroxide  is  most  often  used  for  removing 
milk  fats  from  the  rubber  components  of  milking  machines, 
being  assisted  by  the  presence  of  fatty  acids,  with  which  it 
forms  soaps.  Caustic  soda  is  used  at  a  concentration  of  4  oz. 
per  gall,  of  hot  water,  soaking  for  twenty  minutes;  or  8 
oz.  per  gall,  of  cold  water,  soaking  for  anything  from  six 
hours  to  two  weeks.  A  useful  routine,  which  prolongs  the 
life  of  the  rubbers,  is  to  have  two  sets,  leaving  the  spare 
set  to  soak  for  a  week  in  the  caustic  solution  on  alternate 
weeks.  As  the  solution  is  corrosive  to  galvanised  and  tinned 
containers,  a  large  earthenware  jar  is  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

Washing  Soda  has  the  advantage  over  caustic  soda  of 
being  cheaper,  less  inclined  to  cause  dermatitis  in  workers 
or  corrosion  to  zinc  baths,  and  slightly  superior  as  a  wetting 
agent.  Neither  chemical  is  a  good  wetting  agent,  however; 
both  are  at  a  disadvantage  in  hard  water,  and  both  have 
poor  rinsing  properties.  Sodium  carbonate  may  be  used 
for  the  weekly  defatting  of  liners,  immersing  them  for 
thirty  minutes  in  a  solution  of  1  lb.  in  5  gall,  of  hot  water. 
Alternatively  a  double-strength  solution  in  cold  water  may 
be  employed,  soaking  for  at  least  six  hours  or  adopting  the 
alternate-week  method.  For  routine  cleansing  after  milking, 
1  lb.  in  10  gall,  of  water  (preferably  hot)  is  the  normal 
dilution. 

Phosphoric  Acid  is  used  only  for  the  removal  of  the 
dried  milk  deposits  ("  milk  stone  ")  which  build  up  over  a 
period  of  time,  particularly  where  heat  sterilisation  is  em- 
ployed. The  commercial  "  syrupy "  phosphoric  acid  (s.g. 
1*75)  is  used  at  a  concentration  of  1-1|  pints  in  10  gall,  of 
hot  water.  The  equipment  is  scrubbed  and  soaped  for  ten  to 
fifteen  minutes  in  the  solution  and  then  rinsed  in  hot  water 
containing  an  alkaline  detergent.  The  acid  must  not  be  left 
in  galvanised  vessels  for  longer  than  twenty  minutes,  as  it 
corrodes  the  plating.  For  that  reason  the  best  procedure  is  to 
place  the  solution  in  the  unit  buckets  and  put  all  the 
small  components  in  the  buckets.  The  phosphoric  acid  solu- 
tion is  not  suitable  for  aluminium  units,  as  it  may  cause 
pitting  and  discoloration,  though  the  proprietary  product 
Horolith  M  (Sutherland.  Thomson  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  appears  to 
be  a  satisfactory  alternative  for  this  purpose. 


The  proprietary  dairy  cleansers  are  usually  mixtures 
which  may  contain  alkalis,  phosphates,  silicates,  organic 
wetting  agents  of  the  sulphated  or  sulphonated  alkyl  or 
aryl  alcohol  type,  and/ or  "  etceteras  "!  The  phosphates  have 
the  advantage  of  free  rinsibility,  that  is  the  property  of  being 
readily  removed  from  the  surface  on  rinsing;  they  are,  too, 
good  buffering  agents,  thus  preventing  the  acid  of  milk 
residues  from  reducing  the  efficiency  of  the  detergent.  The 
organic  wetting  agents,  by  lowering  surface  tension,  assist 
emulsification  of  the  fats  and  thus  facilitate  their  removal. 
The  combination  of  different  detergents  is  usually  more 
efficient  than  a  single  one  alone,  and  of  course  their  pre- 
sentation and  publicity  ensures  a  considerable  demand  in 
many  cases. 

A  newcomer  of  interest  in  this  field  is  Bactergent  (Cooper, 
McDougall  &  Robertson,  Ltd.),  which,  as  its  name  sug- 
gests, is  claimed  to  possess  both  bactericidal  and  detergent 
properties.  Unlike  most  others  it  is  cationic,  and  that  type 
of  product  should  prove  popular  if  quaternary  ammonium 
bactericides  should  gain  official  approval  as  alternatives  to 
steam  sterilisation.  It  would  seem  that  Bactergent  is  in- 
compatible with  hypochlorites,  so  many  pharmacists  will  be 
cautious  about  recommending  its  use  where  hypochlorites 
are  employed — even  if  separate  baths  are  used  for  washing 
and  sterilising.  It  is  asking  rather  much  of  the  cowman  to 
distinguish  not  only  between  detergents  and  bactericides, 
but  also  between  the  anionic  and  cationic  products.  Bac- 
tergent is  marketed  in  50-lb.  drums,  and  is  recommended  for 
use  at  the  rate  of  4  oz.  in  10  gall,  of  water. 

Myxomatosis 

For  many  chemists  1954  has  proved  a  record  year  for 
"  rabbit  gas  "  sales,  but  there  must  be  many  now  who  are 
looking  at  their  Cymag  stocks  and  wondering  whether  there 
will  be  any  future  for  that  not  inconsiderable  business. 
Veterinary  chemists,  alone  among  those  commercially  in- 
terested, were  not  represented  in  the  various  organisations 
that  recently  took  legal  action  against  the  aged  French 
doctor  who  inoculated  a  couple  of  rabbits  with  the  myxoma 
virus  and  thus  loosed  the  great  epizootic  in  Europe.  Neither 
were  they  among  those  interested  parties  who  gave  evidence 
before  the  Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  the  British  Gov- 
ernment to  advise  on  the  myxomatosis  problem.  Indeed,  hav- 
ing preached  the  gospel  of  rabbit  extermination  by  poison 
gas,  we  could  hardly  protest  if  we  found  ourselves  beaten 
at  our  own  game.  Nevertheless,  we  shall  miss  our  "  rabbit 
gas  "  business. 

The  rabbit  is  the  only  one  of  the  higher  animals  that  is 
a  serious  pest  in  this  country.  How  strange,  then,  that  the 
myxoma  virus  is  fatal  only  to  that  one  species  in  the  whole 
animal  kingdom;  The  natural  host  of  the  virus  is  the 
Brazilian  wild  rabbit,  and  both  that  and  its  American 
cousin  the  cottontail  rabbit  are  immune  to  the  disease.  In 
his  struggle  against  his  natural  foes,  man  appears  to  have 
directed  most  of  his  energies  against  the  insect  world;  it  is 
not  so  long  since  a  World  Health  Organisation  report  stated 
that  "  it  looks,  after  all,  as  if  man  will  succeed  in  outwitting 
the  insect."  It  is  odd,  then,  that  these  same  biting  insects 
are  the  vectors  of  the  rabbit  disease  and  thus  may  merit 
some  thanks,  at  least,  from  the  agricultural  industry. 
Though  objections  have  been  laid,  on  humanitarian  grounds, 
against  using  myxomatosis  as  a  weapon  against  the  rabbit, 
its  effectiveness  is  not  in  question.

ZANZIBAR  CLOVES 

THE  review  of  the  Zanzibar  Clove 
Growers  Association  for  the  quarter 
ended  June  30  states  it  is  now  aopar- 
ent  that  the  first  part  (mwaka)  of  the 
1954-55  crop  will  be  one  of  the  small- 
est on  record.  It  is  estimated  that 
1,500  frasilas  will  be  picked  in 
Zanzibar,  and  20,000  frasilas  in  Pemba, 
making  a  total  of  21,500  frasilas  (336 
tons)  for  this  part  of  the  crop.  The 
second  part  (vuli)  of  the  crop  is  now 
showing  on  the  trees,  and  it  is  pro- 
visionally estimated  that  fbout  140,000 
frasilas  will  be  picked  in  Zanzibar  and 
about  190.000  frasilas  in  Pembi.  making 
a  total  of  330,000  frasilas  (5,156  tons). 
It  is  already  evident,  the  report  adds, 
that  the  crop  for  the  entire  seasonal 
year  will  be  far  below  average. 

The  seasonal  year  closed  with  a  total 
crop  of  1,281,185  frasilas  (20,019  tons), 
having  passed  through  the  Zanzibar 
central  market  and  the  Association's 
godowns.  That  is  the  second  highest 
crop  on  record,  being  exceeded  only 
by  the  1937-38  crop  which  reached 
1,355,916  frasilas.
